At  a  meeting  held  Juiman^  27,  a  letter  was  received  from 
the  lion.  Carl  Schurz,  accepting  the  Honorary  IMembership, 
whii'h  the  Society  had  conferred  npon  him,  likewise  a  letter 
from  Prof.  Moses  Coit  Tyler,  accepting  the  position  of  a 
Corresponding  Member ;  also  a  letter  from  ]Mr.  Samnel 
Dnnster,  accepting  the  position  of  Corresponding  ^Member. 

Albert  R.  Cooke,  Es(|.,  read  a  paper  on  the  Life  and  Pul)- 
lic  Services  of  the  Honorable  Nicholas  Cooke,  Governor  of 
Rhode  Island,  ITTo-lTTcS. 

At  a  meeting  held  February  10,  the  special  committee,  to 
which  was  referred  (at  the  annual  meeting,  Januar}',  1880), 
the  (juestion  of  establishing  a  Standing  Committee  on  the 
Library,  rei)orted  in  favor  of  the  proposition,  and  submitted 
with  their  re})ort  a  draft  of  such  alterations  in  the  Constitu- 
tion as  were  recjuired  hy  the  change.  The  Secretary  was 
directed  to  cause  this  draft  of  proposed  changes  to  l)e  i)rinted, 
and  a  copy  forwarded  to  each  member  of  the  Society,  and 
the  i)roposition  was  referred  to  the  next  quarterly  meeting 
for  action.

Al  a  iiieetiiio- hehl  February  14  (at  4  o"eh)ck,  v.  m.),  the 
death  of  the  IIoiioral)le  Samuel  G.  Arnold,  President  of  tli(^ 
Soeiet\',  was  announced.  The  following  minute  prepared 
l)y  Prof.  William  Ganimell  was  presented,  and  ordered  to 
lie  (Mitered  u})on  the  records  : 


.\t  a  special  meetini>-  of  the  Phode  Island  Historical 
Society,  held  at  the  Cabinet  on  the  afternoon  of  Saturday, 
Feb.  14th,  the  announcement  was  made  of  the  death  of  the 
Hon.  Samuel  Greene  Arnold,  the  President  of  tliis  Society, 
whereupon  the  following  minute  was  unanimously  ado})ted, 
and  oi'dered  to  be  placed  on  its  records  : 

Samuel  Gkeene  Ai;nold,  LL.  I).,  died  in  Providence, 
on  Friday,  Fel)ruar\-  loth,  at  the  age  of  tifty-eight  years  and 
ten  months.  His  ancestors  were  among  the  early  settlers  of 
Providence,  and  his  family  name  has  always  been  conspic- 
uous in  the  annals  of  the  town.  A  graduate  of  Brown  Uni- 
versity in  the  class  of  1.S41,  after  having  been  admitted  to  the 
Rhode  Island  bar,  he  devoted  the  early  years  of  his  manhood 
to  extensive  travel  in  foreign  lands,  and  to  researches  in  the 
public  archives  of  England,  France  and  Holland,  in  order  to 
gather  the  materials  for  a  history  of  his  native  State  :  and  the 
j)re})aration  of  such  a  work  soon  became  the  chosen  ol)ject  of 
his  as})iratioiis  and  his  lal)ors.  The  task  was  at  that  time 
both  ditiicult  and  delicate,  for  the  subject  had  lieen  misrep- 
resented. The  volumes  of  this  im})oitant  work  were  j)ub- 
lished  successively  in  1<S59  and  18G0,  and  they  immediately 
secured  for  themselves  an  honorable  place  in  American  liter- 
ature as  an  accurate  and  worthy  record  of  the  origin  of  the 
State,  and  its  ))rogrcss  through  varying  fortunes  to  the  close 
of  the  eighteenth  century.  They  are  written  with  a  just  and 
generous  appreciation  of  the  spirit  and  i)riiiciples  of  the  men 
who  left  the  impress  of  their  characters  u\)on  the  institutions 
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of  the  State,  who  upheld  and  defended  her  alike  in  peace 
and  in  war,  who  extended  her  commerce,  developed  her 
industry,  and  led  forward  the  social  interests  of  her  people. 
This  history  is  one  in  which  Rhode  Island  may  well  feel  an 
honest  pride,  as  a  lasting  monument  reared  by  one  of  her 
own  sons  in  honor  of  her  character  and  good  name  as  a  State. 
On  numerous  jjublic  occasions  he  has  also  made  valuable 
contributions  to  our  local  history  in  the  eloquent  and  care- 
fully prc})ared  addresses  which  he  has  delivered  in  commem- 
oration of  historical  epochs  and  events. 

In  18G8  Mr.  Arnold  succeeded  the  late  lion.  All)crt  G. 
Greene  in  the  othce  of  PresidiMit  of  tins  Society,  and  for 
twelve  years  he  has  been  our  otticial  guide  and  leader  in 
carrying  forward  the  high  objects  for  which  our  Association 
was  formed.  Of  his  varied  services  to  the  Society  and  to  the 
interests  of  Rhode  Island  history ;  of  his  honorable  connec- 
tion with  so  many  of  our  foremost  institutions  of  charity, 
h'arning  and  religion,  and  also  of  his  pure  and  spotless  char- 
acter, alike  in  private  life  and  in  tliepulilic  stations  wdiichhe 
was  repeatedly  called  to  till,  Ave,  his  associates  and  friends, 
here  record  our  high  and  grateful  appreciation.  In  his  death 
we  mourn  the  loss  of  a  useful,  a  high-minded  and  an  honored 
citizen  ;  and,  as  a  tribute  of  our  respect  to  his  memory,  Ave 
Avill.  as  a  Society,  attend  his  funeral  on  Monday,  the  Kith 
inst.,  at  the  First  Baptist  Church. 

At  a  meeting  Februar}'  24,  a  li'tter  Avas  received  from  Dr. 
A.  W.  Holden,  Glens  Falls,  X.  Y.,  accepting  the  position 
of  a  Corresponding  Member.  Dr.  Henry  E.  Turner  read  a 
paper  on  the  ''  Settlers  of  Aquidneck,  and  their  agency  in 
promoting  Liberal  Ideas." 

At  a  meeting  March  9,  a  pa])er  Avas  read  by  Prof.  William 
(Jammell,  entitled,  ''Asylum  and  Extradition  among 
Nations." 

At  a  meeting  ]\Iarch  23,  a  [)ai)er  was  read  by  General 
.lames  Grant  Wilson,  of  Xew  York,  on   the  Life  and  Pul)lic 
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S(>r\icc  oi' Coinniodore  Isaac  Hull  (1775-1843),  Comniander 
of  the  r.  S.  Friualc  (  onstitutioii. 

At  a  iiicctiiiu-  Api'il  (I,  the  re})()rt  of  a  sjx'cial  coiiiinittei' 
made  Fchruary  10,  on  the  (jiiestion  of  establishing  a  Stand- 
ing Connniltee  on  the  Lil)rary,  and  which  had  l)een  referred 
to  this  nieeting  for  consideration,  was  taken  up,  freely  dis- 
cussed, and  unanimously  ado])ted.  The  changes  in  the  Con- 
stitution made  neces,sar\-  In'  the  adoption  of  this  ri^port  are 
as  follows  : 

AiiTK^LE  III.,  Section  1.  After  the  words  "a  Committee 
on  Nomination  of  new  members,"  insert  tlie  words,  "A 
(\)mmittee  on  Library." 

Section  (>.     To  read  as  follows  : 

The  Lil)rarian  and  Cabinet  Keeper  shall  safely  keep,  under 
the  directionof  the  Library  Connnittee,  in  the  cabinet  of  the 
society,  all  l^ooks,  manuscripts,  papers,  docunuMits  and  other 
articles  eonuuitted  to  its  charge. 

Memi)ers  of  the  society  shall  iuive,  and  other  })ersons  may 
have  libci'ty  to  read  or  examine  any  book  or  manuscri})t  in 
the  cal)inet,  under  such  restrictions  and  exce])1ions  as  may 
])e  imposed  by  the  Library  Committee;  but  no  person  shall 
I )e  allowed  to  take  a  co[)y  of  any  mauuscript  or  to  remove 
any  book,  manuscript,  or  other  pro})crty  fi'om  the  cabinet, 
without  a  written  permit  from  the  Library  Committee,  and 
when  so  removed,  the  persf)n  taking  the  same  shall  in  each 
case  sign  a  receijit  therefor,  and  an  agreement  to  pay  to  the 
society  such  sum  of  money  as  the  Library  Connnittee  may 
deem  pr()i)er,  in  the  event  of  its  non-return  to  the  cal)inet 
within  such  time  as  the  committee  shall  s})ecify. 

Sec.  !>.  The  Lil)rary  Committee  shall  have  the  general 
charge  of  the  ])()oks,  manuscripts,  and  other  collections,  and 
of  all  the  pi'operty  of  the  society  Avithin  the  cabinet  building. 
They  shall  see  that  the  Constitution  and  ])y-Laws  in  rela- 
tion to  books,  manuscripts,  (^tc.,  are  enforced.  ^They  shall 
have  the  charge  of  all  moneys  received  fnmi  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island,  by  acts  of   the  General   Assembly,  and  shall 
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•  lishiirsc  the  same  in  uccordaiu'e  with  such  acts.  riu'V  shall 
aid  and  direct  the  Librarian  in  his  duties,  and  shall  ha\'c  the 
power  to  appoint  and  employ  proper  persons  to  assist  him, 
and  especially  for  copying  records,  docinnents  and  manu- 
scripts, or  other  similar  work.  They  may  expend,  for  the 
library,  from  the  funds  of  the  society,  a  sum  not  exccedino- 
one  himdred  doUars  per  annum.  For  additional  exi)endi- 
tures,  they  shall  ol)tain  a  special  vote  of  the  society. 

Sections  1>,  10,  11,  12  and  13,  shall  be  numbered  respect- 
ively 10,  11,  12,  13  and  14. 

The  (juestion  of  insurance  against  loss  by  tire  of  the  con- 
tents of  the  cal)inet,  was  raised  by  the  Treasurer,  who  re- 
quested instructions  thereon.  The  Avhole  matter  was  referred 
to  the  Library  Committee,  with  instructions  to  recommend 
such  a  course  to  the  Treasurer  as  in  their  ()[)inion  was  for  the 
best  interests  of  the  Society. 

The  Xominating  Committee  presented  the  following  names 
for  election  as  Resident  INIcmbers :  Samuel  M.  Noyes, 
W.  Seabury  Simmons,  William  P.  Goodwin,  James  S.  Ken- 
yon,  John  B.  Anthony,  Henry  J.  S})ooner,  Esquires,  all  of 
Providence.  As  Corresponding  jVIembers  :  General  James 
Grant  AN'ilson,  of  New  York  city,  and  Dr.  Henry  Phillips, 
Jr.,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  they  were  so  elected. 

^lessrs.  Charles  W.  Parsons,  M.  D.,  Gen.  Horatio  Rogers 
and  Sidney  S.  Rider,  w^ere  elected  the  Library  Committee. 

The  Honorable  Zachariah  Allen  Avas  elected  President  of 
the  Society,  vice  Samuel  G.  Arnold,  deceased,  and  Professor 
^Villiam  Gammell  was  elected  Vice  President,  vice  Zacha- 
riah Allen,  elected  President. 

At  a  meeting  held  April  20,  letters  Avere  received  from 
(ieneral  James  Grant  Wilson,  of  Xew  York  eity,  and  from 
Dr.  Henry  Phillips,  Jr.,  of  Philadeli^hia,  accepting  their 
elections  to  the  position  of  Corresponding  Members. 

The  Honorable  Abraham  Payne,  of  Providence,  read  a 
paper  on  the  elections  of  the  Presidents  of  the  United  States 
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IVoni  tlic  election  of  (Jen.  (icorge  '\^'asllill<J:t()n,  ITSl',  to  the 
election  of  tlie  Honomblo  Fninklin  Peirce,  1852. 

At  :i  nie(>tin<i-  held  Mny  4,  the  Reverend  David  H.  Greer 
i-ead  a  |)aj)er  entitled,  "Socialism, — its  ainis,  methods,  and 
results."' 

At  a  meetino-  held  dtdy  C  (a1  3  o'clock,  r.  m.  ),  a- letter 
was  received  from  Alexander  Duncan,  Esq.,  now  of  London, 
Kno'land,  expressing  great  intei'est  in  the  atfairs  of  the 
Society,  and  also  expressing  the  desire  to  become  a  Life 
Member  of  th(^  Society. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Mrs.  Cornelia  P]. 
(xreen,  as  follows  : 

To  Hon.  .1/y/o.s'  Jr'frj-}/,  Secrrfffff/  of  fJie  Hhodc  Manil  Hix- 

foi'lcdl  Soclcfi/ : 

On  the  sixth  day  of  February  last,  my  l)rother,  the  late 
Sanniel  (I.  Arnold,  when  on  his  death  l)ed,  requested  that 
what  is  written  below  be  conveyed  from  him  to  the  Rhode 
Island  Historical  Society  : 

"He  thought  that  something  should  be  done  to  commemo- 
rale  the  encampment  in  the  north  i)art  of  our  city  of  the 
French  troops  of  our  Revolutionary  army,  beyond  the  mere 
calling  of  Cam})  street  in  its  remembrance,  and  suggests  that 
a  park  be  arranged  on  tlu^  site,  in  honor  of  the  troops,  or,  if 
that  were  ini})ractieable,  that  streets  should  be  named  for 
'  Rochainbeau,'  '  Viomesnel '  and  '  Gimatt,"  on  no  account 
omitting  th(>  latter,  who,  in  a  less  prominent  position,  showed 
great  l)ra\('ry,  and  led  the  American  forlorn  hope  at  the 
storming  of  Yorktown." 

My  brother  said  that  the  owners  of  the  land  would  doubt- 
less be  interested  in  the  distinction  that  })ertains  to  it,  and 
feel  dis[)ose(l  to  perpetuate  these  heroic  and  generous  asso- 
ciations.

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After  discussion,  a  special  committee  was  a[)})()inte(I  bytiie 
President,  to  consider  and  rejwrt  ui)on  the  connnunication. 
This  Committee  consisted  of  Prof.  AVilliam  (iannucU,  the 
Hon.  John  H.  Stiness,  and  Gen.  Horatio  IJogers. 

The  Nominating  Committee  presented  the  names  of  the 
foUowing  gentlemen  for  election  :  Life  Member,  Alexander 
Duncan,  Esq.,  of  London,  England;  Resident  Members, 
Daniel  G.  Campbell,  J.  Lewis  Peirce,  and  Edmund  S.  Hop- 
kins, Es(iuires,  all  of  Providence  ;  Corresponding  Meml)er, 
Alfred  T.  Turner,  Esq.,  of  lioston,  Mass.,  and  they  were  so 
elected. 

Mr.  Sidney  S.  Eider,  in  behalf  of  the  Library  Committee, 
made  a  verbal  rei)ort,  setting  forth  the  princijjles  which  were 
guiding  the  committee  in  prosecuting  the  great  changes  in  the 
internal  arrangement  of  the  cabinet  now  in  progress. 

Mr.  Kider  called  the  attention  of  the  Society  to  the  dilapi- 
dated condition  of  the  fine  original  portrait  of  the  Reverend 
John  Callender,  by  far  the  finest  portrait  in  the  possession 
of  the  Society,  and  asked  that  an  ap})r()i)riation  be  made  to 
cover  the  cost  of  its  restoration. 

Printed  lists  of  portraits  (which  had  all  been  gathered  upon 
the  north  wall),  with  numbers,  were  presented  to  the  mem- 
bers. 

A  printed  list  of  "l)()oks  wanted,"  this  being  one  of  the 
means  devised  by  the  Library  Committee  to  obtain  such 
special  Rhode  Island  publications  as  were  kicking  in  the 
Society's  Library,  Ave  re  presented  to  the  members. 

The  operations  of  the  Library  Connnittee  were  fully  dis- 
cussed and  highly  approved,  and  an  approi)riation  of  a  hun- 
dred dollars  was  made,  and  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  com- 
mittee, to  be  used  in  the  purchase  of  furniture,  and  in  the 
restoration  of  the  Callender  portrait. 

Mr.  ^y.  G.  R.  ]Mowry  reported  in  behalf  of  the  special  com- 
mittee a})})ointed  to  consider  the  proposition  to  remove  the 
Indian  Pottery  from  the  Angell  farm  in  Johnston,  to  the  Roger 
Williams  Park.     The  opinion  was  expressed  that  the  expense 
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ofromoval  would  exceed  six  hiiiidred  dollars,  wliile  the  funds 
at  the  disposal  of  the  eommitteo  did  not  exceed  a  hundred 
dollars.      No  further  action  was  taken. 

At  a  meetini!:  October  5,  the  l\v\.  Edwin  AT.  Stone,  in 
hehalf  of  the  committee  a[)pointed  to  solieit  funds  with  which 
to  purchase  certain  manuscripts  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  »Janies 
Fj.  Mauran,  of  Newport,  stated  that  nearly  the  necessary 
amount  (forty  dollars)  had  l)ecn  raised,  and  expressed  the 
hope  that  ihc  })apers  would  soon  be  in  the  })ossession  of  the 
Society. 

The  Ivev.  Edwin  ]M.  Stone  resigned  the  position  of  Lil)ra- 
rian  and  Cabinet-Keeper,  whereu})on  the  followini>-  preamble 
and  resolution  was  passed  : 

A^^^El;EAs,  The  Hex.  Edwin  ]\I.  Stone  has  tendered  his  res- 
ignation of  the  ofKce  of  Librarian  and  Cabinet-Keeper  of  the 
lihode  Islan<l  Historical  Society,  held  by  him  for  the  past 
thirty  years, 

HesoJred,  That  in  accepting  his  resignation,  the  Society 
desire  to  ex])ress  their  sense  of  the  zeal  and  tidelity  shown 
by  him  during  this  long  })eriod  in  promoting  the  interests  of 
the  Society,  and  that  the  thaid<s  of  the  Society  be  lierel)y 
tendered  to  him. 

A  letter  was  received  from  Alfred  T.  Turner,  Es(|..  of 
Boston,  accepting  the  position  of  Corresponding  jMem1)er. 

The  Xominating  Connnittee  presented  the  names  of  the 
following  gentlemen  for  election  :  Ivesident  ^Members, 
Thomas  1>.

Spicer,  Estjuires,  and  Dr.  Edwin  M.  Snow,  all  of  Provi- 
dence :  His  Excellency  Alfred  H.  Littleiield,  of  Lincoln. 
Julian  A.  Chace,  Es(j.,  of  Pawtucket,  the  Hon.  Elisha  P. 
Pottei-,  of  Kingston,  and  the  Hon.  Jonathan  Cliace,  of  Val- 
h'v  Tails  ;  Corresponding  Members,  thePev.  James  M.  Hop- 
pin,  I).  I).,  of  New  Jlaven,  Conn.,  Thomas  W.  Bicknell. 
Esq.,  of  lioston,  ^lass.,  and  James  C.  Buttre,  Esq.,  of  Xew 
York  city,  and  they  were  so  elected. 

A  resolution  was  offered  by  Albert  V.  Jenks,  and  ])assed 
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without  opposition,  culling  npon  the  Publication  Committee 
to  report  to  the  Society  at  its  next  annual  meetino-,  such 
materials  as  should  in  their  judgment  be  embodied  in  a  new 
volume  of  the  Society's  collections. 

Mr,  Sidney  S.  Rider,  in  behalf  of  the  Library  Committee, 
l)resented  a  written  report,  setting  forth  in  detail  the  work 
accomplished  by  the  conmiittee ;  the  condition  of  the 
Library ;  and  suggestions  for  future  action.  This  report 
was  received  and  ordered  to  be  recorded  upon  the  records  of 
the  Society. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  were  jn-esented  to  Setli  ^L 
Vose,  Es(].,  for  his  labors  in  repairing  and  regilding  the 
tincly  carved  frame  for  the  Callender  portrait,  without  ex- 
pense to  the  Society. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society'  were  presented  to  Darius  Chase, 
P2s(p,  for  his  labors  in  restoring  the  portrait  of  the  Rev. 
.Joseph  lielcher,  D.  I).,  without  expense  to  the  Society. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  Avere  presented  to  ]Mr.  Henry 
Taylor,  and  to  Mr.  Ivlwin  Burr,  for  their  gratuitous  services 
in  the  restoration  of  sundry  relics  in  the  cabinet. 

The  Librar}"  Committee  presented  a  list  of  such  Historical 
Societies  and  Public  Libraries  as  should  be  considered  cor- 
respondents to  whom  publications  of  the  Society  should  l)c 
sent.     The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  list  adopted. 

The  Lil>rary  Committee  gave  notice  of  a  })ro})ose<l  change 
in  the  Constitution,  to  wit :  placing  the  ajjpointment  of  the 
Librarian  in  the  hands  of  the  Library  Committee^,  instead  of 
making  him  an  officerelectedby  the  Society.  The  ])ro[)osed 
amendment  was  referred  to  the  next  (piarterly  meeting  for 
consideration  and  action. 

A  vote  Avas  passed  placing  tAvo  hundred  and  tifty  dollars 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Library  Committee,  })r()vid(>d  the  money 
be  raised  by  subscriptions. 

The  Library  Committee  presented  a  series  of  rules  for  the 
government  of  the  Library.  The  object  of  the  conunittee  in 
presenting  these  rules,  Avas  that  every  member  should   pos- 
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.sesstlic  same  j)rivil('u-('s  whic-h  cverv  other  lueinbcr  possessed, 
and  should  led  perteet  freedom  in  pursuino-  such  historieal 
inquiries  as  he  pleased,  without  beiuo;  obliged  to  ask  eonsent, 
or  submit  to  the  refusal  of  any  other  individual  niemlier. 
These  rul(>s  were  ado})ted  without  dissent,  and  were  })rinted, 
(ramed  and  posted  at  the  doors  of  the  cabinet. 

KULES    FOR    TILE    ISE    OF    THE    LIBKAUY. 

1.  Any  Ilesident  ^Member  may  take  from  the  Library 
(excei)t  as  hereafter  stated)  two  printed  books  or  j)aniph- 
lets  at  a  time,  and  keep  the  same  two  weeks,  m  ith  a  right 
to  renew  the  loan  for  two  weeks  longer,  provided  no  appli- 
cation in  writing  has  been  made  for  the  same  by  some  other 
member  in  the  interval.  If  said  Resident  ]\I(Mnber  retains 
said  books  longer  tlian  tlie  second  period,  without  having 
lirst  obtained  the  written  consent  of  the  Library  Connnittee, 
he  shall  be  lined  ten  cents  per  Aveek  for  each  Aolunie  so 
retained. 

2.  Xo  manuscri[)t,  nor  any  extremely  rare  book,  nor  any 
book  of  constant  reference  shall,  under  any  ciivumstances, 
be  taken  from  the  Library  Building. 

H.  j\Luuiscri[)ts  maybe  examined  by  any  member,  but  all 
such  examinations  shall  l)e  in  the  presence  of  the  Librarian. 
No  person  shall  copy  any  manuscript,  or  part  thereof,  with- 
out having  lirst  obtained  consent  in  writing  of  the  library 
Committee.  If  nianuscri})ts  so  copied  shall  be  i)ublished,  the 
fact  that  tlieir  })ublication  was  l)y  permission  of  the  Society 
shall  be  stated  in  such  publication. 

4.  M(Mnb('rs  taking  books  from  the  Library  shall  be 
answeralile  for  the  damage  or  loss  of  such  l)ooks,  in  such 
amount  as  shall  be  considered  just  by  the  Library  Connnit- 
tee :  and  any  ])erson  who  neglects  for  one  month  to  pay  any 
tines  or  ass(>ssments  for  loss  or  damage  as  aforesaid,  shall  l)e 
debarred  the  use  of  the  Library,  by  order  of  the  Library 
Committee. 
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5.  A  stranger  may  use  the  Library,  for  reference  and  con- 
sultation, ui)on  the  written  recjuest  of  any  Resident  Menil)er, 
such  member  thereby  becoming  responsible  for  any  damage 
or  loss  which  may  result  from  such  introduction  of  the 
stranger. 

•n.  Every  loan  of  a  book  or  i)ami)hlet  shall  be  recorded 
at  the  time  by  the  Librarian  in  a  book  kept  for  the  purpose. 

'  7.  The  Lil)rary  Committee  shall  cause  to  be  prepared 
lists  of  such  lx)oks  as  are,  in  these  rules,  denominated  ex- 
tremely rare,  and  also  such  as  are  of  constant  reference. 

At  a  meeting  held  ( )ctob('r  1 !),  a  paper  was  read  by  ]Mr.  Sid- 
ney S.  Rider,  in  Vindication  of  two  Rhode  Island  writers  of 
History,  townt :  the  Rev.  James  D.  Knowles,  and  Prof.  Wil- 
liam Gammell,  from  a  charge  of  falsification  of  history.  The 
charge  was  made  by  INIr.  jMartin  B.  Scott.  It  appeared  in 
the  Historical  ^Magazine  for  the  months  of  Februarys  Sep- 
tem])er  and  October,  IH(]9.  The  substance  of  the  charge 
was  that  these  Avriters  had  ascribed  the  authorship  of  the 
tirst  civil  compact  entered  into  by  the  second  comers  to  Prov- 
idence, wherein  each  ncAv  comer  bound  himself  to  be  olx'- 
dicnt  "only  in  civil  things,"  to  Roger  Williams,  whereas 
these  writers  well  know,  or  should  have  known,  that  Richard 
Scott  was  its  author,  as  he  was  its  tirst  signer. 

Following  this  paper  Mr.  Rider  investigat(!d  the  claim 
made  by  the  Rev.  Henry  M.  Dexter  in  his  monogra])h,  "As 
to  Roger  Williams,"  of  being  the  tirst  to  discover  and  to  state 
the  true  date  of  the  banishment  of  Williams  b\- ]Massachu- 
setts.  The  result  of  these  investigations  showed  that  nine 
years  before  the  publication  of  Mr.  Dexter's  book.  Prof.  J. 
Lewis  Diman  had  discovered  and  puldished  all  the  facts 
touching  the  matter,  and  tixed  the  true  date  with  as  much 
cei'tainty  as  it  is  possible  now  to  lix  it. 

The  aid  of  a  Stereopticon  having  been  invoked,  the  better 
to  present  to  the  audience  the  documents  in  question,  it  was 
further  used  in  exhibitinir  -many   historical   views,  portraits 
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and  (locunu'iits  relating  to  Ivhodc!  Island  histon',  and  taken 
from  the  private  collections  of  the  reader. 

At  a  meeting'  November  4,  a  paper  was  read  by  ^Ir.  WW- 
liani  A.  Mowry,  on  the  "Territorial  Ac(j[uisitions  in  the 
"\\'est  and  Northwest  made  by  the  United  States." 

At  a  meeting  November  !(!,  a  pa})er  was  read  by  Mr. 
Stephen  B.  IMiller,  of  Hudson,  N.  Y.,  on  the  "Settlement 
of  that  eily  by  citizens  of  Rhode  Island." 

At  a  meeting  December  2,  a  pajjer  was  read  1)y  Colonel 
dohn  A\'ard,  of  New  York  city,  entitled  the  "  Public  Services 
of  Ivhode  Island  Statesmen  anterior  to  the  Revolution."  It 
was  confined  to  the  services  of  the  Hon.  Samuel  AVard. 

At  a  meeting  December  2<S,  a  })a})er  was  read  by  the  IIt)n. 
Abraham  Payne,  giving  an  account  of  Miss  Prudence  Cran- 
dall,  and  lu>r  school  at  Canterbury,  Conn.  ;  Mr.  Payne  being 
at  the  time  of  the  destruction  of  the  school  a  resident  of  Can- 
terbury. 

At  a  meeting  held  January  11,  1<S.S1  (the  annual  meeting), 
the  collection  of  manuscripts  purchased  from  Mr.  James  E. 
Mauran,  of  Newport,  by  means  of  contributions  gathered 
from  Messrs.  Henry  J.  Steere,  Henry  T.  Peckwitli.  Isaac  II. 
Southwick,  AVilliam  Grosvenor,  Royal  C.  Taft  and  P^dwin 
M.  Stone,  were  deposited  in  the  Cabinet. 

The  President  presented  a  report  of  the  active  operations 
of  the  Society  during  the  past  year. 

Letters  were  received  from  the  following  gentlemen,  to 
wit:  the  Pev.  dames  M.  Hoppin,  D.  D.,  Thomas  AV.  Pick- 
nell,  Es(|.,  of  Poston,  and  fhnnes  C.  Puttre,  Es(j.,  of  New 
A'ork,  accepting  the  positions  of  Corresponding  Members. 

Permission  was  given  to  Mrs.  Anna  Richmond  to  take 
from  the  Cabinet  the  manuscrii)t  collections  of  the  Hon. 
Sanmel  Eddy,  her  late  father.* 

Mr,  Richmond  P.  Everett  presented  his  rei)ort  as  Treas- 
urer. 

*  Mrs.  Uicluiiond  \v;is  very  sick  iit  the  time  of  this  vote,  and  died  before  the  voliiiuc 
could  be  taken  to  lier.     It  tlierefore  was  not  taken  from  the  Cabinet. 
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Mr.  Isaac  II.  Soutlnvick  presentctl  the  report  of  the  (\^ni- 
iiiittcc  on  Building  and  (Jrounds. 

Mr.  Sidney  S.  Ivider,  in  behalf  of  tlie  Library  Connnittee, 
presented  a  report  intended  to  be  supi)lenientar_v  to  the  report 
of  the  Connnittee  at  the  October  nieetini*-.  The  arowth  of 
the  Lil)rary  in  its  proper  department,  Khode  Island  History 
and  Literature,  is,  during  the  past  year,  therein  shown  to  be 
unparalleled  in  the  history  of  the  Society.  The  thanks  of 
the  Society  were  given  the  Library  Committee. 

Prof.  J.  Lewis  Diman,  in  behalf  of  the  Publication  Com- 
mittee, presented  a  report. 

Mr,  William  A.  Mowry,  in  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Genealogical  Researches,  presented  a  report. 

The  reports  of  such  of  the  I*rocurators  as  sent  reports  were 
received,  .'Uid  reicrrcd. 

Prof.  William  (Janunell,  in  behalf  of  the  special  commit- 
tee on  the  connnunication  of  Mrs.  Cornelia  E.  (ireen,  madi; 
their  report. 

A  discussion  arose  concerning  the  admission  of  members. 
From  this  discussion  it  appeared  that  some  changes  Avere 
required  both  as  to  the  admission  of  members,  and  the  dro[)- 
ping  of  names  frf)m  the  roll  of  members  for  non-payment  of 
taxes.  To  eifect  tliese  changes  in  the  l)cst  maimer,  a  com- 
mittee was  api)ointe(l  by  the  President  to  consider  the  mat- 
ter, and  make  report.  This  committee  com})rised  the  present 
Committee!  on  Nominations,  with  Gen.  Horatio  Kogers  added. 

The  Xominating  Connnittee  presented  the  names  of  the 
following  gentlemen  for  election  :  Resident  members,  Moses 
B.  I.  Goddard,  Dr.  George  D.  Ilersey,  John  ().  Austin, 
Charles  L.  Thomas,  Albert  L.  Calder,  Richard  A.  Bailey, 
Isaac  M.  P.ull,  Zephaniah  Williams,  William  K.  Foster, 
(Jeorge  J.  Adams,  James  E.  Cranston,  Rev.  A\'.  F.  AVhitcher, 
Charles  D.  Owen,  Edward  L.  Furse,  Zebulon  L.  A\'hite,  AVil- 
liam  S.  Liscomb,  Frederick  A.  Hinckley,  Es(|uires,  allof  Pi-ov- 
idence  ;  William  P.  Sheffield,  Jr.,  Henry  II.  Swinburne,  Ris- 
brough  II.  Tilley,  all  of  Newport,  and  they  were  so  elected. 
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Tlic  cliaiiiic  in  the  (Constitution  pincino- tlic  M})i)ointnient  ot" 
the  Lihrarian  in  the  hands  of  the  Library  Committee,  wliich 
was  j)r()i)ose(l  at  the  precedino-  (jnarterly  meeting-,  Avas  dis- 
cussed and  passed  with  hut  one  (lissenlino-  voie(\  The  foHow- 
ing  is  the  amendment  : 

AMENDMENT    OE    THE    CONSTITUTION. 

//  is  Voted  and  Resolvf^d,  That  Section  2,  Article  3,  of 
the  ( 'onstitution  of  the  Khode  Ishmd  Historical  Society,  shall 
be  amended  as  folloM's  : 

Following  the  word  Society  in  the  first  line,  shall  be 
inserted  the  woi'ds,  "  with  the  exception  of  the  Libi-arian 
and  Cabinet-Keeper." 

Arti(de  8,  Section  (5,  shall  be  amended  as  follows: 

Following  the  word  Keeper,  in  the  iirst  line,  shall  l)e 
inserted  the  following  words,  "shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Library  Committee,"  he  shall  safely  keep,  etc. 

All  i)arts  of  the  Constitution  inconsistent  with  the  above 
are  hereby  repealed. 

'I'iie  Society  then  })roceeded  to  the  annnal  election  of  its 
officers  and  committees,  the  result  of  which  appears  in  a 
fornu^r  i)ortion  of  these  proceedings. 
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Our  annual  mecting-.s  arc  tit  occasions  for  reviewing  the 
doings  of  the  past  year,  to  obtain  knowledge  for  futures 
guidance.  Details  of  our  progress  as  a  Society  will  a})i)ear 
in  the  reports  that  Avill  he  laid  before  you  by  the  Secretary, 
the  Treasurer,  tiie  Standing  Connnittees.  and  the  Procura- 
tors. 

'riicre  have  been  held  during  the  year  seventeen  meetings  ; 
four  of  them  for  receiving  reports,  and  transacting  the  busi- 
ness of  the  Society  ;  twelve  of  them  for  listening  to  the  read- 
ing of  papers,  and  discussing  the  sul)jects  of  which  they 
treated,  and  one  of  them  for  the  due  observance  of  the  death 
of  our  late  respected  President. 

During  the  })ast  year  the  veteran  Cabinet-Kee})er,  Kev. 
Edwin  M.  Stone,  has  withdrawn  from  the  further  labors  of 
a  trust  Avhich  he  efficiently  ])erformed  during  a  period  of 
nearly  thirty  years,  and  at  times  of  great  dei)ression,  when 
the  vitality  of  this  Institution  appeared  to  have  nearly  ceased. 
In  parting,  this  tribute  of  grateful  remembrance  of  his  long- 
continued  labors  is  now  called  forth. 

The  files  of  letters  and  communications  of  various  kinds, 
received  by  our  Secretary  within  the  last  eight  months,  show 
that  an  extensive  correspondence  has  been  carried  on  with 
societies  and  individuals  engaged  in  kindred  pursuits.  These 
connnunications,  which  may  be  consulted  by  our  members, 
demonstrate  a  high  appreciation  of  our  publications,  a  wil- 
lingness to  co-oj)erate  in  promoting  the  ol)jects  of  our  asso- 
ciation, and  a  desire  to  })rotit  by  our  valuable  collections. 

'V\w  report  of  our  Treasurer,  the  value  of  whose  services 
no  words  of  mine  can  duly  express,  shows  that  the  drafts 
ui)on  the  treasury  have  exceeded  the  supi)lies.  This  state- 
ment will,  it  is  presumed,  serve  as  a  caution  in  the  manage- 
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nuMit  t)f  our  aHhirs.  II  has  hccii  i\w  rule  of  our  Society  to 
g"ot  funds  b(;foro  s})(>n(liiii>'  tlicin,  and  this  rule  caiiiiot  he 
safely  abandoned. 

Since  our  last  annual  nieeliuii'  four  of  oiu'  members  have 
(h'])arte(l  (his  life,  \i/.  :  ^I(\ssrs.  lienjaniin  ( Jladdiuij,-  Pabodie, 
Sanniel  (ireene  .Vrnold,  William 'Fully  Dorrance.and  Ivhvard 
Pearce.  Obituary  notices  of  the  (irst  two  of  these  weiv 
ins(>rte(l  with  our  prinle*]  |)roceedinos  of  LSTll-'SO.  jNIr. 
Dorrance  joined  the  Society'  in  bs,",!;,  ;iiid  died  on  May  17th, 
ISSO.  Mr.  Pearce  joined  the  Society  iu  bST-'i.  and  died  on 
the  first  day  of  this  yeai". 

'^I'hirty-two  ii'cntlemen  were  elected  on  the  recommemhi- 
lion  of  the  Nominatini:-  Connnittee,  resident  members,  twen- 
ty-six of  whom  have  completed  their  membershi})  by  com- 
pl.yinii-  with  the  terms  of  the  Constitution.  I  suii-o(>st  that 
no  ])erson  be  hereaiter  elected  without  satisfactory  jjroof  that 
he  sutticicntly  a])])reciates  the  objects  of  the  Society  to  com- 
plete his  memlx'i'shi])  on  recei\inu'  notice  of  his  election. 
We  now  ha\-e  upA\ards  of  t  wo  hundred  inenil»ers,  and  should 
be  ii'lad  to  see  the  numbci-  i>r<'atl_\-  increased,  providino-  the 
standard  of  inttdlin'cncc  and  character  Averc  c()rres])ondinii-ly 
(devated. 

I  invite  s})ecial  attention  to  the  report  ol'the  Publication 
(\)nunitt(M».  This  depart meut  of  labor  has  not,  in  my 
opinion,  recei\'ed  the  attcMition  it  deser\('s. 

The  j)rocuremen1  of  a  folio  volume  for  i-ecei\ini:-  pholo- 
i^'raphs  and  enu'ra\('(l  likenesses  of  distinii'uished  indixiduals. 
and  especially  of  mendxu-s  of  the  Historical  Society,  as 
memorials  for  posterity,  has  i)roved  one  of  the  most  attractive 
and  valuable  additions  in  the  Cabinet  to  interest  visitors. 
AVheii  it  is  considered  that  these  simli<2;ht  and  cnirnivcd  por- 
tiaits  will  be  pi'cseiNcd  for  gratify  in<>- future  iiX'nerat  ions,  the 
present  actors  on  the  stage  of  life  arf>  urgently  called  upon  to 
furnish  their  j)()i-f raits  for  this  dej)artment.  There  arc  now 
collected  many  })h()tographs  of  matrons,  and  of  sonu?  belles. 
It  is    moi'c    especially    desirable   to   include  within  the  folios 
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pictures  of  the  present  lovely  forms  that  gnice  modern  social 
life,  tluit  posterity  "  may  catch  the  living  manners  as  they 
rise."  The  King  of  Saxony  has  obtained  portraits  of  the 
most  beautiful  women  of  the  kingdom  for  j)reservation  in  a 
national  galler}^ ;  and  this  may  prove  a  humble  attempt  to 
perpetuate  memorials  of  beauty  and  loveliness  historically. 

Our  Cabinet  is  now  much  visited  by  strangers,  as  well  as  by 
members  of  the  Society,  for  instruction  and  improvement. 
\\'itliin  the  last  eight  months  upwards  of  one  hundred  gentle- 
men and  ladies  hav^e  left  their  autographs  upon  the  visitors' 
book.  (lentlemen  of  the  legal  profession  come  to  consult 
our  tiles  of  newspa})ers,  and  historical  and  genealogical  stu- 
dents seek  here  answers  to  their  numerous  inquiries.  This 
marked  [)rogress  in  the  usefulness  of  this  institution  results 
hugely  from  our  State  ap})r()])riati()n,  supplemented  by  the 
liberal  conti'ibutions  of  beneticent  menil)ers.  We  need  more 
funds  to  carry  forward  our  work  of  l)inding  and  procuring 
valuable  books,  of  putting  into  a  condition  to  l)e  used  those 
we  have,  and  of  extending  the  influence  of  our  Society  to 
every  part  of  the  State. 

And  here  I  take  the  libert\'  to  commend  to  your  favorable 
consideration,  apian  that  has  been  adopted  and  approved  by 
several  historical  societies  sustaining  a  relation  to  their 
respective  States  similar  to  that  sustained  by  our  Society  to 
our  State.  The  plan  is,  that  instead  of  making  a  brief  writ- 
ten report  to  the  General  Assembly,  as  is  the  present  usage, 
the  Society  rejjort  to  that  l)ody  in  print  our  annual  jjroceed- 
ings,  at  an  expense  to  the  State  not  exceeding  tive  hundred 
dollars  for  an  edition  of  eight  hundred  or  nine  hundred  copies, 
of  which  each  member  of  the  Cieneral  Assembly,  each  town 
clerk,  each  high  school,  eac-h  incorporated  literary  institu- 
tion, or  library  company,  should  receive  one  copy,  the  His- 
torical Society  five  hundred  co})ies,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
edition  be  at  the  dis})osal  of  the  Secretary  of  State.  This 
})lan,  if  adopted,  would  give  the  General  Assembly  a  good 
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i<I(va  of  the  imttiro  and  scojx'  of  our  work,  and  would  extend 
t\u)  usefulness  of  the  So(!i(^ty  to  all  })arts  of  the  State. 

My  nH'olIeetions  roa(;li  back  to  tlu;  period  when  the  stroii"" 
nuMi  of  our  State  rallied  to  found  this  Society  ;  their  ])lan 
h(Mng  to  cause  our  local  history  to  Ix^  studi(Ml,  and  all 
information  that  pcu'tains  to  it  prescrv(ul  and  disseminated. 

Long  before  our  public  schools  were  organized  as  at 
present,  our  (Tcneral  Assembly  voted  iive  hundred  dollars  to 
aid  the  So(;iety,  when  that  sum  was  more  than  several 
thousand  dollars  would  now  be.  We  should  rejoice  to  wit- 
m^ss  to-day  the  same  zeal  and  interest  for  the  same  noble 
object. 

The  year  1<S8()  is  an  era  in  the  history  of  this  Society. 
Our  business  meetings  and  our  meetings  for  listening  to  the 
reading  of  papers,  have  been  well  attended  ;  and  a  general 
interest  has  been  awakened  in  the  objects  for  which  this 
Society  was  founded.  The  most  striking  change  is  j)atent 
to  all  who  will  look  about  this  room.  Here  a  work  has  been 
l)(\gun,  l)ringing  order  out  of  confusion  :  restoring  and  arrang- 
ing paintings  and  various  works  of  art  ;  taking  from 
trunks  and  chests  choice  documents,  ])lacing  them  where 
they  can  be  best  seen  and  most  readily  consulted  ;  and  call- 
ing for  the  contributions  of  works  that  directly  concern  us  as 
Rhode  Islanders,  and  other  generous  res))onses  from  numer- 
ous fricuuls  who  have  sup])lied  the  most  urgent  needs  of  the 
Society.  A  great  work  has  l)een  done  in  classifying  and 
shelving  our  collections,  with  the  view  of  rendering  them 
available;.* 

I  will  ret\n-  to  one  otlun-  matter.  To  carry  forward  our 
work  in  this  (yabinet,  we  must  have  rules  and  regulations 
im])artially  enforced,  and  a  responsible  and  intelligent  cus- 
todianshi})  must  be  etHcnently  sustained.  As  the  penalty  of 
neglect,  we  shall  suffer  in  tiie  future,  as  we  have  suffered  in 
the  past, — irreparable  loss<>s.  Ten  years  ago  our  ('abinet- 
Keeper,  Mr.  Ston(\  stated  to  the  Society  that  the  free  access 

*  The  labors  of  the  Library  Committee  arc  liere  presumed  to  be  referred  to. 
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to  the  vaUiahlo  collections  by  members,  and  especially  by  a 
crowd  durin<>"  the  evenino:  lectures,  endanir^'i's  the  security  of 
them  beyond  the  control  of  the  custodian.  The  necessity  for 
a  more  spacious  and  convenient  })ublic  lecture  room  is  man- 
ifest. By  attending  to  this  security,  we  shall  deserve  and 
command  public  contidence,  and  be  enabled  to  consummate 
a  work  that  dee})ly  concerns  the  good  name  and  character  of 
our  State. 


K'EPOIJT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  PUBLICATIONS. 


The  Connnittce  of  the  Kliode  Island  Historical  Society  on 
Pul)licati()ns,  beg  leave  to  rei)ort  that  they  are  making  pro- 
gress towards  the  publication  of  a  new  volume  of  collecrtions. 

Among  the  Foster  Papers  they  find  a  biography  of  (Jov. 
Cranston,  covering  a  period  at  the  close  of  the  17th  and 
beginning  of  the  18th  centuries,  together  with  a  genealogy 
of  the  Cranston  family,  written  by  Mr.  Foster,  which  they 
think  worthy  of  publication.  They  have  conferred  with 
members  of  the  Cranston  family  relative  to  the  publication 
of  these  papers,  and  take  pleasure  in  stating  that  these  gen- 
tlemen are  willing  to  bear  the  whole  expense  attending  it. 

Tlie  Society  for  many  years  has  been  desirous  to  print  the 
Diary  of  the  Rev.  Ezra  Stiles,  for  more  than  twenty  years  a 
resident  of  Newport  and  Portsmouth  (1755  to  1778),  and 
subsequently  President  of  Yale  College.  To  this  College 
he  beciueathed  his  papers.  Besides  the  Diary  of  Dr.  Stiles, 
is  his  Correspondence,  and  sundry  })apers  relating  more  or 
less  to  Newport,  and  other  parts  of  Khode  Island.  Your 
Committee  are  in  correspondence  with  Professor  James  M. 
Hoppin,  of  Yale  College,  Avho  has  kindly  consented  to  exam- 
ine the  Stiles  manuscrii)ts,  if  permission  can  be  obtained 
from  the  authorities  of  that  institution  for  such  examination, 
and   select   such   as  appertain  to  this   State.      To  ellect  the 
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ohjocts  in  view  application  has  Ix'cn  niado   to   the    President 
of  Yale  College. 

Besides  tlic  Cranston  and  the  Stiles  })apers,  thcn-e  is 
(Vmicr's  Diary,  which  was  copied  several  years  since  for  pub- 
lication, and  .sundry  papers  from  the  Whipple,  the  Pjrown, 
and  other  collections,  so  that  there  are  ample  materials  for  a 
volume.

The  change  in  the  Constitution  which  created  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  the  Library,  was  made  at  the  quarterly 
meeting  on  the  7th  of  April,  1880.  At  the  same  meeting 
the  present  Library  Committee  was  elected.  A  Librarian 
and  Cabinet-Keeper  had  as  usual  been  elected  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year,  and  a  woman,  JNIrs.  Cushing,  was  employed 
to  keep  the  rooms  open,  and  to  do  such  work  in  cataloguing 
as  was  required  of  her.  Some  attempt  had  l)een  made  to 
arrange  the  pamphlets  in  the  Cabinet,  and  to  make  a  cata- 
h)gue  of  them.  The  Library  Committee  immediately  as- 
sumed charge  and  control  "  of  the  Property  of  the  Society 
within  the  Cabinet  Building,"  as  they  were  required  to  do 
under  Section  9  of  the  amended  Constitution.  They  m(^t  at 
once,  and  very  often  thereafter,  to  decide  upon  their  course  of 
action  ;  which,  once  having  been  settled,  has  since  been  i)ur- 
sued  with  undeviating  persistence.  They  agreed  first  to  dis- 
pense with  the  services  of  a  woman,  and  to  employ  a  man. 
Their  reasons  for  this  action  were,  first,  that  the  great 
changes  proposed  would  require  the  strength  of  a  man  ; 
second,  that  during  these  hours  of  labor  the  presence  of  a 
woman  w^ould  be  many  times  eml)arrassing ;  and  third,  dif- 
ferences of  opinion  as  to  the  policy  of  employing  a  woman 
liad  arisen  among  the  members,  which  it  appeared  desirable 
to  allay.  For  these  reasons  the  service  of  Mrs.  Cushing  was 
closed,  and  Mr.  Amos  Perry  was  appointed  to  the  position 
Avhich  she  had  formerly  held.  Her  service  w^as  continued 
until  the  end  of  April,  and  on  the  first  day  of  May  Mr. 
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Perrv  I)(\<i-:in  his  service.  I)ui-iii<>-  the  month  of  .Vpril  little 
was  accomplished  l)y  the  Committee  besides  maturing  the 
})lans  which  should  govern  their  action.  It  was  thought 
hcsl  to  hi-ing  all  the  bound  books  which  could  l)e  considered 
as  in  any  way  relating  to  Rhode  Island  into  certain  divisions  ; 
that  places  should  be  found  on  the  shelves  for  all  bound 
manuscripts,  and  that  all  remaining  books  of  New  England 
history,  town  history,  genealogy,  and  kindred  sul)jects, 
should  l)e  i)laced  together  in  adjoining  sections  ;  that  those 
divisions  should  all  be  brought  down  upon  the  lower  floor  ; 
man}-  of  the  Eliode  Island  l)ooks  and  pamphlets,  having 
been  kept  in  the  gallery  ;  that  the  shelves  and  1)ooks  should 
then  be  numl)ered,  preparatory  to  the  work  of  making  a  cat- 
alogue which  is  tT>e  thing  most  of  all  to  be  desired. 

Having  considered  well  their  })lan  of  action,  the  Commit- 
tee, on  the  12th  of  A})ril,  invited  the  Librarian  and  Cabinet- 
Keeper,  Mr.  Stone,  to  meet  them.  This  meeting  took  place 
at  the  Cabinet.  All  the  plans  were  sul)mitted  to  him,  and 
his   advice  ifnd  co-operation  solicited. 

The  Committee  found  the  Lil)rary  in  a  state  of  almost 
inextricable  confusion.  Had  a  person  ignorant  of  the  design 
of  the  Socii^y,  and  of  the  objects  of  its  collections,  been 
placed  within  the  l)uilding,  he  Mould  have  found  little  to 
indicate  that  he  was  in  a  Rhode  Ishuid  Historical  Library. 
In  their  selection  of  Rhode  Island  Ijooks,  sufficient  latitude  was 
to  be  given  to  include  every  l)ook  about  the  State  ;  every 
book  Avrittcn  by  a  person  of  Rhode  Island  birth,  or  a 
l-M-esent  inhal)itant  :  and  every  l)ook  printed  in  the  State. 
Everything  in  the  possession  of  the  Society  which  would  aid 
the  student  of  Rhode  Island  history,  o-enealoo-v,  or  liter- 
alui(^  in  his  researches,  was  to  be  made  accessible  to  him 
with  the  least  possible  delay. 

The  tirsl  Ihiiig  required  was  a  place  for  the  Rhode  Island 
Library,  and  the  Committee  fixed  upon  the  sections  at  the 
north  end  of  the  building,  as  being  the  most  prominent,  and 
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sightly,  ;in(l  at   tlic   same  time  scpnnitcd  from  all  other  sec- 
tions. 

These  shelves  required  some  re-arrangement  which  the 
Committee  on  Building  and  Grounds,  upon  our  request, 
decided  at  once  to  assume,  and  charge  the  expense  to  the 
appropriation  given  them  by  the  Society,  and  thus  leave  the 
appropriation  given  the  I^ibrary  Committee  for  other  uses. 
These  alterations  have  been  admirably  accomplished,  the 
shelves  were  at  once  useful,  and  very  ornamental,  and  one- 
ninth  additional  shelf  room  Avas  acquired.  The  work  of 
selection  then  commenced.  The  Rhode  Island  printed  l)0()ks 
were  placed  in  the  western  section.  The  bound  manuscripts 
were  brought  from  their  hiding  places  and  placed  in  the  cen- 
tral section,  where  also  were  placed  some  of  the  rare  books 
which  properly  belong  to  the  Rhode  Island  section.  It  was 
the  intention  to  place  this  section  under  locks  ;  this  has, 
however,  as  yet  been  found  to  be  a  problem  of  some  diffi- 
culty. Continuing  this  arrangement,  those  books  of  New 
England  history,  genealogy,  town  history,  and  in  fact  every 
thing  of  a  historical  character  finds  a  place  in  the  eastern 
section.  This  work  of  selection  has  been  mainly  accom- 
plished, and  it  has  disclosed  one  or  two  very  unpleasant 
facts  which  your  Committee  have  since  labored  incessantly 
to  overcome.  First  there  was  found  to  l)e  an  alarming  scarcit}' 
of  books  relating  to  Rhode  Island.  Second,  many  sets  of 
the  historical  collections  of  other  States  were  found  to  be 
broken  ;  and  third,  many  books  which  were  once  in  the 
Librar}^  had  disappeared,  to  wit  :  Updike's  Ilistorj"  of  the 
Narragansett  Church,  Stiles'  History  of  the  Judges,  Burke's 
Report,  Ross's  Historical  Discourse,  Dring's  Jersey  Prison 
Ship,  (this  latter  l)ook  has  since  been  found,  Mr.  Stone 
having  produced  it,  with  the  statement  that  he  found  it  in  the 
cellar)  ;  besides  these  were  many  others.  Of  Updike's  His- 
tory the  Society  formerly  owned  ten  copies,  every  one  of 
which  had  disappeared.  To  remedy  the  first  defect,  the 
Committee  prepared  and  printed  lists  of  such  books  con- 
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necteJ  with  our  history  and  literature  as  readily  oceurred  to 
them.  These  lists  were  forwarded  by  the  Treasurer  to  the 
meml)ers,  and  to  such  others  as  it  was  thought  might  be  able 
and  willing  to  assist  the  Society  in  obtaining  the  books 
desired.  This  experiment  has  resulted  successfully.  Many 
of  the  books  for  which  we  asked  have  l)een  sent  to  the  Library, 
besides  many  more  for  which  we  had  not  asked.  By  this 
arrangement  there  were  restored  to  our  shelves,  Burke's 
Report,  Ross's  Discourse,  UjDdike's  Xarragansett  Church. 
Dring's  Jersey  Prison  Ship,  and  many  more,  which  it  is  need- 
less to  mention.  In  one  case  a  pamphlet  sent  to  us  by  Mr. 
Rowland,  was,  with  his  permission  (it  l)eing  a  duplicate;, 
disposed  of.  and  the  proceeds  were  found  sufficient  to  pur- 
chase Ilotten's  List  of  Emigrant  Passengers  to  America 
fi'om  1000  to  1700.  which  has  been  obtained,  and  inscribed 
as  the  gift  of  Mr.  Rowland.  It  is  of  the  greatest  value  in 
genealogical  researches.  In  this  connection  we  can  but 
deplore  the  loss  of  one  of  the  volumes  of  Alden's  Epitaphs, 
thus  breaking  one  of  the  most  useful  and  valuable  sets  of 
books  relating  to  Xew  England  genealogy  in  our  Lil)rary. 
In  continuance  of  this  portion  of  our  labors  we  have  imposed 
upon  the  Secretary  the  duty  of  opening  a  corresi)ondence 
^^'ith  non-resident  Rhode  Island  authors,  with  a  view  of  ob- 
taining their  writings.  We  are  happy  to  state  that  in  every 
case  our  applications  have  been  successful,  and  the  books  we 
sought  have  been  given  to  us. 

Pursuing  our  investigations  into  the  necessities  of  the 
Library,  and  as  a  remedy  for  the  second  evil,  we  imposed 
upon  the  Secretary  the  duty  of  opening  a  corresp(mdence 
with  sister  societies  in  other  States,  with  a  view  of  obtaining 
the  volumes  of  their  publications  which  were  missing  from 
our  sets.  In  every  case  we  were  met  with  the  statement 
that  these  volumes  had  once  been  supplied  to  us,  and  that 
while  regi-etting  our  losses,  and  cordially  offering  to  do  for 
us  whatever  lay  in  their  power,  yet  many  of  their  volumes 
were  out  of  print,  and  could  not   now   be  had  ;   still  such  as 
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could  be  obtained  were  sent.  In  remedying  these  two  evils, 
the  third  (of  which  we  spoke),  has  to  a  certain  extent  been 
met. 

The  interest  which  this  activity  on  the  part  of  the  Society 
has  aroused  both  among  its  own  members  and  in  the  general 
j)ublic,  is  most  encouraging.  Thus  we  have  partially  com- 
pleted the  New  York  Historical  Collections,  and  the  Penn- 
sylvania set,  although  neither  set  can  be  quite  perfected; 
and  we  have  entirely  completed  the  Connecticut  Colonial 
Records,  the  ^Massachusetts  Historical  Collections,  the  Amer- 
ican Almanac,  the  Rhode  Island  ^Manuals,  the  Rhode  Island 
Registration  Rei)orts.  the  Acts  and  Resolves  of  the  Rhode 
Island  General  Assembly,  and  the  Historical  Magazine : 
which  latter  was  obtained  by  way  of  exchange  with  Mr. 
Henry  B.  Dawson,  for  it  we  gave  him  a  set  of  the  Rhode 
Island  Colonial  Records.*  By  this  exchange  with  Mr.  Daw- 
son, we  have  completed  our  set  of  the  Historical  Magazine, 
of  which  we  before  had  only  the  tirst  series. 

The  Callender  portrait,  which  had  been  so  badly  damaged 
by  age.  and  to  which  we  called  attention  at  the  July  meet- 
ing, has.  in  obedience  to  the  vote  of  the  Society,  been 
restored  and  replaced  upon  the  north  wall,  where,  as  num- 
ber four,  it  now  forms  one  of  our  finest  possessions.  This 
work  was  done  by  ^[r.  D.  Chase,  at  an  expense  of  S'2'k  for 
his  work  in  restoring  the  Callender  portrait,  and  on  the 
painting  of  the  "September  Gale,"  which  he  has  varnished. 
In  addition  to  this  work  ]\Ir.  Chase  has  most  generously 
restored.  without  expense  to  us.  the  portrait  known  as  the 
Belcher  portrait,  so  that  this  formerly  repulsive  object  now 
forms  one  of  our  tinest  ornaments.  Upon  removing  the 
portrait  of  Callender  from  its  frame,  the  latter  was  found  to 
be  an  antique  French  frame,  entirely  carved  by  hand,  and  of 

*  By  way  of  a  note,  we  may  here  say  that  of  this  latter  work  you  have  now  lef^  tifteen 
sets,  each  volume  of  which  we  have  caused  to  be  wrapped  in  newspajters.  and  each  set 
wrappetl  in  paper  and  tied  in  a  neat  package,  and  its  contents  markeil.  We  have  reii^on 
to  believe  that  since  the  commencement  of  our  l.ibors  two  sets  of  this  work  have  been 
broken  bv  the  abstraction  of  the  earlier  volumes,  which  have  become  scarce. 
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great  1)(\'uily  and  value.  This  frame  has  been  most  gei^er- 
oiisly  regilded  for  us  by  Mr.  8eth  M.  Vose,  who  has  not 
confined  his  generosity  to  this  single  act,  but  has  also  given 
us  a  most  lieuutiful  frame  for  the  Belcher  portrait.  This 
Soeiely  ean  do  no  less  than  return  its  thanks  to  these  gen- 
tlemen ior  their  gifts,  and  for  this  jnupose  we  have  juvpared 
votes  of  thanks,  which  will  l)e  i)resented,  and  for  which  we 
crave  your  consideration.  A  })latform  has  been  constructed 
for  the  President's  chaii-,  and  for  readers  to  stand  upon,  and 
the  arrangement  of  former  years  has  been  removed.  The 
closed  shelves,  or  cupboards,  beneath  the  regular  shelves, 
have  been  numbered,  and  for  the  tirst  time  made  available, 
for  storage  and  other  uses.  This  arrangement  adds  another 
ninth  to  our  shelf-room  on  the  lower  floor.  The  central  gas 
chandelier  has  l)een  raised  four  feet,  so  as  to  give  to  the 
audience  an  uno1)structed  ^iew  of  the  portraits  on  canvas, 
which  have  all  been  gathered  upon  the  north  wall,  and  thus 
a  former!}'  cold  and  cheerless  white  wall  has  been  trans- 
formed into  a  most  attractive  feature. 

Tlic  old  shelves  which  were  formerly  in  the  southeast 
corner,  have  been  removed  and  sold.  For  them  we  obtained 
a  co]:>y  of  Brewer's  Dictionary  of  Phrase  and  Fable,  a  copy  of 
DeTocqucville's  Democracy  in  America,  (the  best  edition),  in 
two  volumes,  and  bound  in  half  calf,  and  eleven  dollars  in 
money.  The  pictures  generally  throughout  the  building 
have  been  re-hung  with  some  regard  to  order  and  to  fitness  ; 
many  ha\'e  been  gathered  together  in  the  recess  at  the  head 
of  the  stairs,  where  the  light  is  good,  and  where  they  render 
the  dead  walls  attractive.  The  old  carved  wooden  figure  of 
Hamilton,  which  for  many  years  occu})ied  a  prominent  posi- 
tion on  AVestminster  street,  has  been  brought  from  the  cellar, 
where  it  has  for  years  reposed,  painted,  and  placed  over  the 
door,  within  the  Cabinet,  and  the  old  bunch  of  grapes,  like- 
wise re-painted,  is  suspended  upon  the  handsome  crane, 
which,  for  so  many  years,  su[)})orted  it.  This  crane,  made 
of  wrougiit   iron,   has    bc^en    repaired,   and   now   presents    a 
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fine  appearance.  A  large  collection  of  bound  newspapers, 
which  had  been  collecting  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of 
State,  have  been  obtained  and  taken  to  the  Cabinet.  This 
addition  made  a  change  of  accommodations  for  such  material 
at  once  necessary.  We  have,  therefore,  caused  the  front  case 
to  be  re-built,  and  strengthened  and  improved  the  rear  case 
in  the  most  effective  manner,  and  thus  has  been  provided 
ample  accommodation  for  the  present,  and  for  some  time  to 
come.  On  the  eastern  end  of  the  front  case  we  have  found  a 
place  for  the  duplicate  cop}'  of  the  Charter  of  Charles  the 
Second,  which  has  so  long  lain  about  on  the  chairs  and  tables 
of  the  lower  floor.  The  capacious  closet  l)ehind  the  rear  case 
of  newspapers,  which  has  so  l(mgl)een  closed  up  by  shelving, 
we  have  opened  and  put  to  valuable  uses.  The  flagstaffs, 
the  maces,  the  spontoons,  or  espontoons,  the  bo^vs  of  the 
Indians,  and  their  arrows,  and  the  tomahawks,  we  have 
placed  upon  the  front  of  the  l)alustrade,  Avhere  they  are  at  the 
same  time  out  of  the  way  and  ornamental.  A  new  desk, 
suited  (o  the  requirements  of  the  Secretary,  has  l)een  pro- 
vided, and  thus  a  place  for  the  records  has  been  found.  A 
new  table  for  the  President,  and  a  stand  for  a  reader  or 
speaker  has  l)een  o))tained,  and  gas  brackets  have  been  placed 
so  that  light  may  be  available  and  yet  not  offend  the  eyes  of 
the  audience.  A  stand  for  the  \'isitors' Record  has  also  been 
provided,  and  efforts  have  been  made  to  obtain  the  auto- 
grajjhs  of  visitors ;  we  found  in  the  legendary  words 
of  welcome  with  which  the  Indian  met  Roger  Williams,  a 
most  appropriate  motto  for  this  desk,  ''What  Cheare  Xetop," 
— Welcome  Friend.  It  was,  and  is,  the  intention  to  have 
these  words  gilded  on  the  wood,  l)ut  not  yet  being  able  to 
decide  upon  a  way  of  spelling,  this  has  not  been  done. 
It  is  gratifying  to  observe  the  very  great  increase  in  the 
number  of  visitors,  and  to  note  the  interest  taken  in  the  work 
of  the  Society.  Since  the  first  of  May,  279  strangers  have 
visited  the  Cabinet.  In  the  preceding  fourteen  months  the 
numl)er  was  105.     The  Committee  at  once,  upon  their  acces- 
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-sion  to  office,  gave  directions  to  the  Assistant  Librarian,  that 
accurate  lists  should  be  kei)t  of  all  accessions  to  the  Library. 
A  thorough  search  disclosed  no  book  prepared  for  that  pur- 
pose. A  new  ))ook  was  prepared  and  put  in  use.  The  Com- 
mittee, desiring  to  examine  the  record  kept  in  former  years, 
addressed  a  note  to  the  Librarian  and  Cabinet-Keeper, 
incpiiring  if  any  such  record  existed,  and  if  so,  where  it  could 
l)e  found.  Answer  was  returned  by  mail  that  the  record 
was  in  the  north  drawer  of  the  table.  There,  where  we  had 
often  before  looked,  we  found  it.  The  record  l)egins  in 
18o,">,  stops  with  184"),  and  contains  nothing  further  until 
1874,  a  })eriod  of  twenty-nine  years.  Upon  further  inquiry, 
we  learned  that  for  a  period  the  list  of  accessions  was  copied 
by  the  Secretary  into  the  Record  of  Proceedings.  This 
practice,  however,  was  soon  abandoned,  and,  strange  as  it 
may  appear,  the  Librarian  (Mr.  Stone)  informs  us  he  wa;> 
directed  (by  the  late  Mr.  Albert  ii.  Greene)  to  keep  his 
record  upon  loose  sheets  of  paper,  and  abandon  the  book 
which  the  Society  had  prepared .  Thus  for  many  years  we  have 
no  record  of  accessions.  Our  record  of  accessions  for  the 
})ast  four  months  covers  upwards  of  twenty-six  foolscap  pages. 
Tliis  Society  is  by  law  the  recipient  from  the  State  of 
thirty  copies  of  the  Acts  and  Resolves  of  each  session  of 
the  General  Assembly.  We  have  made  diligent  inquiry  from 
all  parties  concerned,  but  we  have  failed  utterly  in  finding 
out  anj'thing  whatever  about  them.  We  can  neither  find  out 
whether  we  have  ever  received  them,  nor  if  we  have  received 
them,  what  has  been  done  with  them.  The  only  one  issued 
since  we  came  into  office  is  that  of  the  May  session,  issued  in 
July.  We  have  never  seen  them,  nor  can  we  learn  of  them. 
A  singl(i  set  even  was  not  kept  in  the  Cabinet,  and  we  have 
])een  obliged  to  solicit  for  the  Society,  a  file  to  complete  the 
set  in  the  Library,  from  1875  to  1880.  This  has,  however, 
been  done,  and  the  set  is  now  complete.  In  this  connection, 
it  is  pro})er  to  remark,  that  the  set  as  originally  deposited 
by  the  State,  was  very  imperfect,  many  numbers  were  miss- 
ing, duplicate   numbers   were  bound  in,   and  in  some  cases 
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terrible  errors  were  msule.  Thus  tlie  index  to  the  Digest  of 
17()7  was  l)()un(l  into  the  volume  of  seheclules  of  1750.  In 
another  ease  an  old  Tax  IjCVV  was  bound  in  as  a  schedule. 
These  and  many  other  e(|ually  absurd  errors  have  been  cor- 
rected. The  missing  schedules,  thanks  to  Judge  Stiness, 
liuve  been  obtained,  and  the  entire  set  rebound.  Thus  with 
the  exception  of  the  schedule  for  Deeeni1)er,  1755,  and  the 
schedules  for  the  years  175(!  and  1757,  we  l)elieve  the  set  is 
complete. 

We  have  made  no  regular  examination  of  the  contents  of 
the  pamphlet  boxes,  but  on  casually  taking  down  a  few 
lK)xes  we  found  arranged  as  pamphlets  Hubbard's  Indian 
Wars,  2  vols.,  royal  .Svo..  Drake's  Old  Indian  Chronicle, 
small  quarto.  Memoirs  of  Eminent  Philad(d})liians,  a  vol- 
ume of  a  thousand  pages,  Felt's  Annals  of  Salem,  in  the 
numbers  as  originally  issued,  vmcut,  and  many  other 
"  [)amphlets,"  if  such  things  are  pamphlets,  which  only  need 
bindings  to  dignify  them  by  the  name  of  books.  A  set  of 
the  Lives  of  the  New  England  Fathers,  a  work  in  six  vol- 
umes, 12mo.,  was  found  among  these  })amplilcts.  It  was  in 
the  technical  condition  known  as  ''sheets  folded  and  collated," 
when  we  removed  it  and  sent  it  to  the  binder.  In  one  of 
the  Rhode  Island  Pamphlet  Cases  (all  of  which,  by  the  way, 
have  been  brought  down  to  the  lower  Hoor),  is  a  small 
Roman  Catholic  Manual  in  French.  The  only  connection 
with  Rhode  Island  matters  which  it  has,  seems  to  be  that  it 
teaches  the  same  religion  that  will  be  taught  in  the  new 
Cathedral  being  just  now  constructed  in  this  city. 

Phese  instances  only  go  to  show  that  a  thorough  exami- 
nation of  all  those  boxes  should  at  once  be  made  by  some  one 
comi)etent  to  the  work,  and  that  some  simple  but  compre- 
hensive plan  should  l)e  devised  and  carried  out  by  which  we 
should  be  able  to  learn  what  we  have,  and  where  to  tind  it. 
At  present  neither  of  these  desirable  ends  is  possible. 

The  raattei-  of  binding  is  of  great  need,  and  much  attention 
has    lieen    given    to   it.      The   Folio    Schedules     have     been 
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entirely  reconstruehMl,  and  we  do  not  l)elievc  tlie  work  will 
ever  have  to  be  done  ag'uin  while  any  of  us  are  living.  The 
Digest  of  1 7()7  has  been  supplied  with  an  index,  re-hound  and 
rendered  perfect.  A  new  set  of  the  Khode  Island  Literary 
Repository  of  1814-1')  has  been  prepared,  to  take  the  place 
of  the  copy  foi-merly  in  the  Library,  which,  although  bound 
expressly  for  the  Library,  was  foinid  to  l)e  disarranged  in 
the  most  efiective  manner.  The  sets  of  periodicals  taken  by 
the  Society  have  been  completed  (some  numbers  were  lost), 
and  bound  to  the  current  year.  Following  this  work  we 
have  selected  such  books  as  were  nearest  at  hand  and  most 
needed  care,  and  caused  thon  to  l)el)Ound  in  neat  and  strong 
but  not  expensive  bindings.  The  total  num1»er  of  volumes 
bound  since  the  first  of  May  has  been  273  volumes,  at  an 
aggregate  cost  of  $124.  None  are  at  present  in  the  hands  of 
the  binders.  Throughout  this  work  of  binding  care  has  been 
taken  not  to  injure  books  by  cutting  oft' their  edges,  or  bind- 
ing them  in  an  incongruous  way  with  other  things.  Every 
book  is  uncut  and  its  printed  covers  and  everything  with  it 
saved,  and  everything  is  independent  by  itself. 

Besides  the  shelves  of  which  we  have  l)efore  spoken,  we 
have  sold  a  useless  door  which  has  so  long  been  lumbering  the 
ftoor.  For  it  we  obtained  four  dollars.  We  have  also  sold 
fourt(M>n  duplicate  Providence  Tax  Books  for  seven  dollars, 
and  a  dui)licate  copy  of  the  IJhode  Island  Literary  Repository, 
for  three  dollars.  All  these  sums  have  i)assed  into  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer.  A  duidicate  copy  of  the  North  Providence 
('(Mitennial  has  been  exchanged  with  its  publisher,  Mr. 
Jenckes.  for  another  book.  The  Xew})ort  Historical  Maga- 
zine, just  started,  has  been  sul)scril)ed  for,  the  subscription 
paid,  and  the  first  number  is  in  the  Library.  We  have 
framed  several  scarce  and  valua1)le  engravings,  which  were 
never  Ix'fore  framed,  and  re-framed  others  which  were  much 
dilai)idated.  We  are  taking  measures  to  restore  the  terribly 
broken  bust  of  Tristam  Burges,  and  also  the  old  carved 
figure  which  for  generations  stood  by  the  door  of  the  old  Kent 
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County  Jail.  Restoration  and  preservation,  as  well  as  col- 
lection, should  be  watchwords  of  such  institutions  as  this. 
There  is  much  need  of  some  arrangement  for  our  maps, 
where  they  will  he  out  of  the  way,  and  yet  accessible 
for  reference,  ^^lth  this  end  in  \'ie\v  Ave  caused  to  bo 
mounted  on  cloth  and  suspended  beneath  the  gallery  the  old 
chart  of  Narragansett  Bay,  which  was  much  torn.  It  has 
l)roved  to  be  a  most  unruly  subject,  but  we  yet  think  Ave 
perceive  in  the  experiment  the  Ijeginning  of  success. 

We  congratulate  the  Society  u])on  the  great  numlxn-  of 
accessions  which  have  been  made  to  the  Lil)rary  during  the 
last  four  months,  or  .since  the  publicatiou  of  list  number  one. 
It  is  impossible  to  state  Avith  exactness  concerning  these 
accessions,  but  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascertained  the  account 
stands  thus  :  Received  from  January  1st  to  May  1st,  the 
present  year,  two  hundred  bound  volumes.  Of  this  num- 
ber, one  hundred  and  sixty-two  Avcre  Michigan  State  publi- 
cations, and  Avcrenot  of  a  special  historical  character.  From 
May  1st  to  the  present,  upAvards  of  three  hundred  and  fifty 
bound  A'olumes  (not including  those  which  liaA^e  been  bound), 
but  new  accessions,  haA^e  been  placed  in  the  Library.  In 
former  years  Ave  have  received  as  follows  :  In  1877,  133  ;  in 
1878,  123  ;  in  1879,  25J).  So  that  in  mere  matters  of  num- 
bers, Ave  have  far  exceeded  any  former  period  of  our  exist- 
ence. But  beyond  this  our  accessions  bear  to  a  very  large 
degree  directly  upon  the  history  and  literature  of  Rhode 
Island,  and  are  therefore  directly  in  the  line  of  our  collections. 

The  Committee  haA^e  given  such  time  as  was  available  to 
the  question  of  correspondents.  That  is,  what  societies  or  indi- 
vidutds  should  ])e  entered  upon  the  list  of  corresi)ondents. 
and  to  whom  our  proceedings,  or  collections,  should  be  sent. 
A  list  will  be  submitted  at  the  present  meeting,  upon  which 
action  is  solicited.  A  book  has  been  prepared  in  Avhich  an 
accurate  debit  and  credit  account  shall  be  kei)t  Avith  each 
corresponding  society.  It  is  intended  to  exhibit  at  a  glance 
what  this  Society  has  received  from  every  other  Society,  and 
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when  tlioy  ix'ceived  it  ;  and  second,  what  is  sent  to  those, 
societies  in  return,  and  when  and  how  it  Avas  sent.  So  far 
as  can  l)e  discovered,  no  record  exists  of  what  has  been  done 
by  the  Sociely  in  this  \va>  at  any  former  time  of  its  existence. 
It  is  further  recommended  that  every  artich;  sent  by  this 
Society  bear  upon  it,  or  in  it,  a  j)rinted  slip  stating  that  the 
gift  is  from  the  Rhode  Ishuid  Historical  Society,  and  also 
re(j[uesling  that  acknowledgments,  })amphlets,  books,  and 
such  matters  intended  for  this  Corporation  be  addressed 
directly  to  it,  thus,  "Rhode  Island  Historical  Society,  Prov- 
idence, R.  I.,"  and  not  in  the  names  of  its  officers.  There 
will  then  be  no  confusion  as  to  questions  of  ownership,  or 
whether  the  gift  was  for  the  Society,  or  for  the  ofiicers. 
Questions  of  this  kind  have  heretofore  arisen.  A  lady  has 
approached  the  Committee  with  a  view  of  selling  a  set  of  the 
Providence  Daily  Journal  from  1(S,57  to  the  present  time. 
She  did  not  at  the  time  have  this  Society  in  view.  I)ut  the 
fjict  that  thesi?  years  Avould  exactly  till  the  gap  in  our  set 
induces  us  to  lay  the  facts  before  you.  \o  examination  has 
been  nrade  to  ascertain  the  com})leteness  Qf  the  set,  which  is 
unbound  ;  but  we  think  some  measures  should  be  taken  to 
secure  it. 

An  oifer  has  been  made  to  us  by  JNIr.  Albert  V.  denks,  one 
of  our  members,  to  inlay  all  our  small  engraved  })ortraits. 
Mr.  Jenks  is  a  most  skillful  amateur  in  this  art,  and  his  offer 
has  been  most  gratefully  accepted. 

A  du[)licate  copy  of  the  Memoirs  of  Rhode  Island  officers 
having  been  given  to  the  Society  by  the  Hon.  J.  R.  Bartlett, 
has,  with  his  permission,  been  exchanged  for  another  work  of 
his,  the  Literature  of  the  Rebellion,  which  was  not  l)efore  in 
the  Library. 

Such,  then,  is  the  report  of  the  doings  of  your  Library 
Connnittee  during  the  brief  j)eriod  of  its  existence.  If  we 
have  stat(!d  facts  with  plainness,  we  have  intended  to  ))e  accu- 
rate, and  that  the  purpose  should  be  always  to  remedy  what 
we  considered  to  be  evils.      All  nmst  with  us  deplore  a  sys- 
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tem,  or  a  lack  of  system,  which  has  in  the  past  produced  such 
results.  We  believe  that  there  should  be  but  one  librarian, 
and  that  he  should  receive  his  appointment  not  by  election, 
hut  by  appointment  from  the  Library  Committee.  That  he 
alone  should  have  access  to  the  Cabinet  (savino-  a  Janitor), 
and  should  be  held  responsible  for  the  care,  preservation, 
and  order  of  the  Library. 

In  closing  we  can  but  return  out  thanks  to  the  Committee 
on  Buildino-  and  Grounds,  who  lent  us  a  helping-  hand,  but 
likewise  to  every  individual  member  from  whom  we  have 
received  nothing  but  assistance,  support,  and  encouragement 
to  an  unlimited  extent. 

SUPI'LEMENTAIIY   REPORT  MADE  AT  THE    ANNUAL  MEETING, 
JANUARY   12,    1881. 

In  continuation  of  their  report  submitted  at  the  last  (juar- 
terly  meeting,  smd  supplementary  to  it,  the  Library  Com- 
mittee beg  leave  to  submit  the  following : 

The  exacting  cares  of  the  private  affairs  of  the  indixidual 
members  of  the  Committee,  always  largely  increased  at  this 
season  of  the  year,  have  prevented  them  from  giving  that 
personal  attention  to  the  interests  of  the  Historical  Society, 
which  their  position  on  the  Committee  required.  Neverthe- 
less, while  the  development  and  increase  has  been  less  ap[)ar- 
ent  during  the  past  three  months,  than  during  the  preceding 
six  months  of  their  term  of  office,  yet  there  has  been  a  steady 
growth,  and  in  the  right  direction. 

The  gathering  in  of  books  for  the  Library  has  never  been 
equalled  since  the  formation  of  the  Society.  Unfortunately 
for  the  purposes  of  comparison,  no  accurate  data  exists. 
Accessions  to  the  Library  during  former  years  were  very 
loosely  catalogued.  From  the  best  information  at  our  com- 
mand we  find  that  the  number  of  bound  volumes  obtained  in 
1877  was  183  ;  in  1878,  123  ;  in  1879,  25d  ;  while  during 
the  past  year  we  have  gathered  740  volumes.     But  better 
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tliiui  any  nicrc  ('nunicration  is  tlir  fact,  that  of  the  gatherings 
of  1880  a  very  largo  proportion  have  been  in  the  direct  line 
of  tile  work  of  the  Society,  to  wit :  the  collection  of  the  his- 
tory and  literature  of  the  State  of  Khode  Island.  It  is  safe 
to  say  that  there  has  been  thus  gathered  during  the  [)ast  nine 
months  more  l)()oks  specitically  relating  to  our  State,  than 
during  any  similar  j)criod  of  the  Society's  existence.  As 
before  stated,  our  elibrts  have  been  directed  towards  the 
acquisition  of  particular  books,  Avliich  we  found  wanting, 
and  which  would  strengthen  the  Rhode  Island  Liljrary.  The 
most  superticial  examination  will  at  once  disclose  the  very 
greatly  increased  strength  of  the  Library  in  this  respect. 

The  collection  of  manuscripts,  which,  during  the  })ast  nine 
months,  huxo  for  the  tirst  time  been  accessil)le  to  the  mem- 
bers, and  wliich  are  exceedingly  valuable,  have  been  increased 
by  the  addition  of  three  volumes.  The  private  papers  of 
Samuel  Eddy,  given  by  ]Mr.  James  E.  Mauran,  and  arranged 
by  ourselves,  and  the  Private  Diary  kept  by  the  late  Dr. 
Usher  Parsons  during  the  Expedition  of  Conmiodore  Perry 
to  Lake  Erie,  and  also  on  the  cruises  of  various  ships  of  war 
on  which  Dr.  Parsons  served  as  surgeon.  These  manuscript 
diaries  were  given  l)y  the  son  of  Dr.  Parsons. 

To  the  department  of  (fenealogy,  a  department  in  which 
the  Library  is  not  particularly  strong,  several  additions  have 
been  made.  CJenealogies  of  the  following  families  have  been 
secured  :  Poster,  Martin,  Sharpe,  Welles,  Greene,  Crosby, 
P)urke,  Corwin  and  Sage.  In  addition  to  the  above.  Dr. 
Parsons  has  sent  you  the  necrology-  of  the  Harvard  Alumni 
in  two  volumes,  and  Mr.  Charles  Aplin,  to  whom  3'ou  are 
indebted  for  many  gifts,  has  su})})lied  a  complete  set  of 
Alden's  E[)itahs,  in  live  volumes.  This  unicjue  and  valuable 
work  was  formerly  in  our  Lil)rary,  but  the  set  had  been 
broken  by  the  loss  of  one  volume. 

In  the  former  portion  of  this  rei)ort,  allusion  was  made  to 
the  complete  departure  of  every  eo})y  of  the  History  of  the 
Narragansett  Church  by   "Sir.  IT})dike,  and  that  a  lady  had, 
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on  learniiiii-  our  needs,  sent  us  a  copy.  This  copy  lacked  the 
phites,  ^vhich,  curioush'  enough,  one  of  our  incml)ers  was 
enabled  to  supply  from  his  private  collection  of  engravings. 
This  gentleman,  Mr.  George  B.  Calder,  had  been  subjected 
to  a  loss  similar  to  the  Society's  loss  ;  his  cojw  of  Updike  had 
disappeared,  and  these  plates  were  all  that  was  left  to  him. 

Another  most  unfortunate  loss  has  befallen  us.  Many 
}'ears  since  there  Avas  given  to  the  Library  a  copy  of  Stiles's 
History  of  the  Judges.  In  course  of  time  this  work  became 
very  scarce,  and  commanded  a  high  i)i'icc.  r])\vards  of 
twenty  dollars  has  been  paid  for  copies.  Our  ('oi)y  has  dis- 
appeared. Our  hope  is  that  some  one  will  giAe  us  another 
copy.  In  1X(;2  the  Society  possessed  u})wards  of  HftN'  copies 
of  Staples's  Aimals  of  Providence.  Of  these,  two  copies 
only  remain.  Xo  records  of  any  exchange  or  presentation 
by  the  Society  exists,  and  it  is  difficult  to  account  for  their 
disappearance.      The  book  now  sells  at  fifteen'  dollars. 

We  have  negotiated  two  exchanges  hy  which  valuable 
additions  have  been  ac(|uir(Ml,  one  with  Mr.  Henry  !>.  Daw- 
son, of  Morrisania,  and  one  with  Mr.  J.  X.  ^NPClintock,  of 
Concord,  X.  II.  The  details  of  these  exchanges,  and  of  all 
similar  transactions,  will  be  found  in  their  proper  place  in  the 
Record  of  Exchanges,  where  any  one  interested  can  at  once 
turn  to  them.  Other  affairs  of  this  nature  are  now  in  pro- 
gress. 

Our  set  of  Backus's  Church  History,  which  had  become 
broken  by  the  unaccountable  loss  of  volume  two,  has  been 
completed  for  us  l)y  the  gift  of  volume  two  l)y  Mi-.  James  E. 
Mauran.  This  vohnne,  although  lacking  the  title  and  index, 
(both  which  an;  noAV  being  supplied) ,  will  be  invalvable  to  us. 
Many  of  our  members  have  sent  us  valuable  additions,  some 
of  which  it  may  not  l)e  invidious  to  mention.  liesides  those 
which  we  have  already  mentioned,  viz.  :  the  gifts  of  Dr.  C. 
AV.  Parsons,  Mr.  James  E.  Mauran,  and  Mr.  Charles  Aplin, 
we  have  received  from  Mr.  Richmond  P.  Everett  several  val- 
able  ijifts,  but  cliicf  amono;  them  are  two  collections  of  news- 
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paper  futlini;s,  one  rclalino-  to  the  constitntional  troubles  in 
llliode  Island,  in  IS 42,  and  tli(>  other  relating  to  the  settle- 
ment of  California,  in  184!).  IJoth  are  eurions  and  valuable. 
Thomas  M.  Clark,  Uishop  of  Ehode  Island,  has  sent  us 
lariie  eolleetions  of  })ain})hlets  relating  to  E})iseoi)al  aifairs  in 
other  States.  Mr.  J.  Ilalsey  D'Wolf,  although  not  a  mem- 
ber, has  sent  us  a  large  eoUeetion  of  maps  which  ^\ere  the 
gatherings  of  the  Insurance  Company  with  Mhich  he  is  con- 
nected. They  are  maps  of  cities  and  towns  in  various  parts 
of  the  country,  to  wit  :  Boston,  IJulfalo,  Chicago,  j\lobile, 
Cincinnati,  AN'oonsocket,  Newport,  Fall  Ivi\er,  Portland, 
Taunton,  and  other  i>laces.  Time  has  marred  their  useful- 
ness as  adjuncts  of  an  insurance  otKce,  and  rendered  them 
historic,  hence  their  titness  for  our  collections.  Mr. 
Abraham  Payne  has  given  us  a  set  of  Miss  Larned's  History 
of  Windham  county,  and  the  Hon.  Robert  C.  Winthrop  has 
replaced  our  coi)y  of  volume  one  of  his  writings,  which  had 
unaccountably  disa})})eared.  Mr.  George  J.  Adams,  not  a 
member,  has  given  us  man_y  volumes,  chief  among  them  is  a 
set  of  Indknajj's  New  Hampshire,  in  three  volumes.  This, 
although  a  du})licate,  will  assist  us  mtiterialiy  in  obtaining 
such  things  as  we  need.  While  mentioning  the  su))j(H't  of 
duplicates,  we  may  refer  to  the  fact  that  two  copies  of  ]\Ir. 
(Jreene's  edition  of  Dring's  flersey  Prison  Shij)  have  been 
sent  to  us.  This  book  has  heretofore  been  accounted  to  be  a 
V(>rv  rare  book. 

The  numlx'r  of  ])amphlet  additions  during  the  j^ast  year 
has  ])ecn  large.  Their  names  and  number  will  be  found  in 
the  accession  list.  Some  of  them  will  be  found  to  l)e  exceed- 
ingly \aluable  and  interesting.  One  of  the  Avery  pamph- 
K'ts  is  among  them.  It  may  not  be  improper  here  to  men- 
tion that  the  original  documents,  (u-  mau}^  of  them,  concern- 
ing the  lirst  examination  of  A\-ery,  were  deposited  in  our 
Library  by  William  P.  Staples,  who  was  connected  as  coun- 
sel witii  the  case.  Among  th(!S(^  now  curious  things  is  the 
\ial  of  the  oil  of  Tanzy,  sealed  by  order  of  the  Court,  which 
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it  was  claimed  by  some  had  been  the  cause  ol"  the  death  of 
Maria  Cornell,  but  of  which  it  was  believed  she  never  partook. 
On  the  twenty-eighth  page  of  the  pamphlet  we  have  just 
named,  is  some  account  of  this  vial.  These  original  papers 
ought  to  be  mounted  and  l)ouiid,  as  are  our  other  manu- 
scripts. A  portion  of  the  case  against  Gordon,  for  the  mur- 
der of  Sprague,  has  recently  been  given  us.  It  is  the  latter 
half  of  the  pamphlet,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  tirst  por- 
tion may  yet  be  obtained. 

Another  most  interesting  pam})hlet  luis  been  sent  to  us  by 
Mr.  Thomas  Vernon,  of  New  York.  It  peculiarly  relates  to 
Rhode  Island .  It  is  the  Diary  of  Thomas  Vernon,  an  Amer- 
ican Rojalist,  late  postmaster  at  Newport.  It  arose  in  the 
following  manner :  The  General  Assembly  passed  in  June, 
177(5,  an  act  called  the  Test  Act,  to  which  the  Assembly 
declared  all  persons  suspected  of  being  inimical  to  the  cause 
of  the  United  American  Colonics  should  subscribe.  During 
the  same  (June,  17 70,)  session  several  gentlemen  from 
Newport  were  brought  before  the  Assembly,  examined, 
<l(M'lared  fairly  their  sentiments,  and  refused  to  subscribe  their 
names  to  the  Test  Act.  One  of  these  gentlemen  was  Mr. 
Wrnon.  The  Assembly  declared  that  they  were  justly 
ilccmed  unfriendly  to  the  United  Colonies,  and  ordered  the 
-licriff  to  take  them  forthwith  to  the  town  of  Glocester,  and 
lo  be  contined  to  the  limits  of  the  town,  but  to  go  at  large 
within  the  town  on  their  pai-ole,  and  there  to  remain  until 
further  orders  of  the  Assembly.  This  was  immediately  done. 
Early  in  October  following  the  Assembly  gave  them  })erniis- 
sion  to  return  immediately  to  their  homes,  which  the}' at  once 
did.  While  they  were  contined  to  the  town  of  Glocester, 
Mr.  A'ernon  kept  a  diary  of  their  daily  life  about  the  town, 
and  it  is  this  diary  which  his  descendant,  Mr.  Thomas  Ver- 
non, has  now  printed.  So  far  as  our  knowledge  extends  it 
is  the  only  thing  of  the  kind.  Its  only  fault  is  that  it  is  too 
brief.  The  temptation  is  strong  to  make  some  extracts  from 
it,  but  it  being  so  entirely  foreign  in  its  nature  from  such  a 
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report  as  tliis  is,  that  wcforlx'ar.  It  afibrds  a  most  excellent 
picture  of  \\n\  times  and  the  men  in  one  of  our  l)ack  towns 
durinu"  the  war  of  tlie  Revolution. 

In  the  matter  of  bindinii:  ))o()ks  nothini>-  has  been  accom- 
plished since  our  last  (|uarterly  report,  a  lack  of  funds  being 
the  cause.  The  amount  expcnde<l  on  bindings  and  repairs 
of  l)ooks  during  the  nine  months  of  our  service  has  been  one 
hundred  and  eighty-four  dollars  and  fifty-three  cents. 
Towards  these  expenses  the  Society  appropriated  one  hun- 
dred dollars.  This  sum,  however,  we  have  not  used, 
Itut  we  have  raised  the  entire  amount  l)y  personal  solicita- 
tion among  those  people  who  lo\e  literature,  paid  all  the 
bills,  settled  our  entire  business,  and  are  prepared  to  hand 
over  the  management  unencumbered  to  our  successors. 

Of  the  sum  appropriated  to  the  uses  of  the  Society  by  the 
State,  we  have  drawn  $271). O;')  Of  this  amount,  1283.30 
was  for  the  [payment  of  the  salary  of  the  person  employed 
under  the  authority  of  Chapter  741,  General  Statutes,  for  the 
^'  care  and  preservation  of  the  property  of  the  State  "  in  our 
keeping.  Further,  $45.70  for  sundry  l)ills  as  per  memoran- 
dums attached  to  the  former  section  of  this  report.  This 
leaves  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  Historical  Society  of 
$280.9!),  with  the  salary  of  the  custodian  (Mr.  Perry)  paid 
to  the  olst  December,  1880. 

Of  the  Society  funds  there  have  been  ap}n'opriated  to  tlu> 
use  of  this  Committee  :

From  solicitations  this  Committee  have  obtained  from  aift

ter Brown,  $25.00;  Col.  William  Goddard,  $20.00;  Joseph 
J.  Cooko,  Esq.,  $5.00;  George  T.  Paine,  Esq.,  $10.00: 
Mrs.  Henry  G.  Russell,  $25.00  ;  Dr.  Charles  ^^^  Parsons. 
$25.00,  and  sale  of  furniture,  etc.,  $25.00. 

With  the  submission  of  this  report  the  official  relations  of 
this  Committee  will  cease.  It  only  remains  for  them  to  con- 
gratulatc  the  Society  upon  the  progress  which  has  been  made 
within  the  year.  Method  has  been  introduced  and  main- 
tained, direction  has  been  given  to  many  enterprises,  and 
etlbrts  have  always  been  made  to  utilize  all  our  forces. 

The  Committee  l)eing  now  free  of  all  official  relations  can 
without  restraint  support  their  ])ropositi()n  submitted  at  the 
hist  quarterly  meeting,  to  so  amend  the  Constitution  as  to 
place  the  appointment  of  a  Librarian  in  the  hands  of  the 
Library  Committee.  This  measure  must,  it  a})pears  to  us, 
at  once  conuuend  itself  to  the  good  sense  of  the  Society.

REPORT    ON    GEXEALO(iICAL  RESEARCHES. 


The  Committee  on  Genealogical  Researches  of  the  Rhode 
Island  Historical  Society,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  rejiort  : 

That  the  indications  of  increased  interest  in  this  pursuit 
are  highly  encouraging. 

That  a  second  volume  of  the  Registration  of  Providence 
has  been  presented  to  the  public  b}'  Dr.  Snow  and  Mr. 
Rider,  chtu-acterized  by  evidences  of  the  skill,  care  and  dili- 
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ii-(>iu-e  which  dislinniiish  all  the  clforts  of  those  o-entlemen, 
and  which,  in  point  of  execution,  would  do  cicMlit  to  any 
])ress  in  the  woi'ld. 

That  a  nia<i-;izine,  devoted  in  great  measure  to  placing 
before  the  public  the  registration  of  Xewpoi't  and  adjoining 
towns,  has  been  started,  of  which  three  numbers  have  been 
issued,  and  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  l)e  of  material  service  in 
l)ronioting  the  design  of  (^'entuall}'  bringing  the  whole  regis- 
tration of  the  State  within  the  reach  of  every  resident  in  it. 
The  favor  which  this  enterprise  has  met  with,  is  greater  than 
might  have  been  expected,  and  shows  that  the  public  mind  is 
not  inaccessil)le  to  the  chiims  of  this  important  subject.  It 
is  hoped  and  believed  that  tlie  aid  of  the  pu))lic  will  enable 
its  projectors  to  enlarge  its  scope  and  sphere  of  usefulness. 

The  Committee  take  leave  again  to  urge  upon  the  members 
of  the  Society,  and  u})on  all  citizens,  the  importance  of 
losing  no  opportunity  to  rescue  from  contingency  any  sera]) 
of  intelligence  bearing  on  this  subject,  no  matter  in  how 
small  degree,  and  religiously  preserving  it,  to  furnish  it,  if 
possible,  to  some  person  or  institution,  through  which  it  will 
be  made,  eventually,  the  property  of  the  })ublic.  No  per- 
son, not  conversant  with  the  sul>ject,  can  conceive  of  the 
immense  mass  of  valuable  information  constantly  in  process 
of  irrecoverable  loss  through  the  ^vant  of  apjn-eciation  of 
the  value  of  small  bits  of  information,  and  no  one  can  justly 
estimate  the  amount  of  labor,  dithculty  and  expense  of  trac- 
ing the  connections  of  a  single  family  through  town  and 
church  records,  and  grave-yard  inscriptions,  of  several  dif- 
ferent localities  in  this  little  State,  imperfect  as  many  of 
them  have  become,  from  the  vicissitudes  of  time. 

'i'lie  Connnittee  Mrmly  believe  that  constant  attention  to 
this  subject,  on  the  part  of  those  already  enlisted  in  it,  with 
the  si)irit  manifested  by  comparatively  young  persons,  Avill 
giv(^  this  Society,  and  this  State,  high  rank  in  this  branch  of 
literary  work,  and  Ave  congrattilate  you  upon  the  rapidly 
growing    indi\idual    interest,    whose    development    may    be 
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Justly  attributed  to  the  influcuce  of  this  institution,  and 
])r()niises  the  acconiph'shnient  of  such  results  as  will  con- 
Irihuto  niiuh  to  unitity  the  honest  pride  of  every  l\hode  Isl- 
ander.

Durinir  the  past  year  some  attention  has  been  paid  in  New- 
j)ort  to  eolleeting  historical  information,  both  by  the  Newport 
Historical  Society,  and  by  individuals  interested  in  anticpRi- 
lian  research  ;  and  papers  touching  the  history  of  Newport, 
have,  from  time  to  time,  been  published  in  the  local  news- 
jiapers.  l>ut  one  of  the  strongest  evidences  that  the  s})irit  of 
in(|uiry  has  not  died  out,  is  found  in  thefiict  that  a  Historical 
Magazine,  pul)lished  quarterly,  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Newport  Historical  Society,  and  known  as  TJic  JYeirjxjj-t 
Ilistorkal  'Magazine,  has  already  reached  its  third  number, 
with  a  reasonable  prospect  that  it  will  be  continued  and 
become  a  firmly  estal)lished  periodical.  Its  pages  are  devoted 
exclusively  to  historical  nutter,  and  chiefly  that  of  Khode 
Island  ;  and  one  of  its  features  is  the  classifying  and  putting 
into  print  the  valuable  lists  of  births,  deaths  and  marriages 
ill  this  county,  made  by  Dr.  Henry  E.  Turner,  who  is  the 
•  ditor.  Similar  lists  are  being  made  in  other  towns,  and  will 
tind  a  place  in  this  magazine.  These  lists,  in  themselves, 
will  make  the  maijazine  a  valuable  work  of  reference. 
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Mr.  Thomas  Wn-non,  now  of  New  York,  hut  a  native  of 
Nc\v])ort,  with  (•onimeii(lal)le  zeal  and  great  love  for  antiqua- 
rian research,  lias  recently  printed,  in  pamphlet  form,  remi- 
niscences of  one  of  his  ancestors,  Thomas  Vernon,  an  Amer- 
ican Loyalist,  who  was  Royal  Postmaster  at  Newport  from 
about  1745  to  177;")  or  177(5,  and  for  twenty  years  Kegistrar 
of  the  Court  of  Vice-Admiralty ;  including  Mr.  Vernon's 
journal  during  the  time  that  he,  with  others,  was  deprived  of 
ins  lil)erty,  under  an  order  of  the  General  Asseml)ly.  This 
is  an  interesting  addition  to  the  biographical  sketches  of 
prominent  Rhode  Islanders  which  have  been  published,  and 
which,  it  is  hoped,  will  rapidly  increase  in  number. 

In  the  death  of  Mr.  Benjamin  11.  Rhoads,  who  expired  in 
this  city  Deceml)er  2od,  LSSO,  the  Newport  Historical 
Society  has  lost  a  valued  and  highly  respected  member. 
Though  not  a  natixe  of  Newport,  he  having  been  born  at 
J^rookline,  ]\Iass.,  Mr.  Rhoads  had  long  been  identified  with 
Rhode  Island.  He  was  a  student  at  Brown  University,  and 
after  he  had  graduated  he  devoted  himself  to  teaching  for  a 
number  of  years.  In  1<S")8  the  position  of  Librarian  of  the 
Redwood  Library  was  otfered  him,  and  from  that  time  up  to 
within  a  few  wrecks  of  his  death,  he  filled  all  the  duties  of  his 
ofiice  in  the  most  careful  and  conscientious  manner,  and  to 
the  great  satisfaction  of  the  many  persons  who  are  daily  in 
the  habit  of  visiting  that  institution.  It  was  his  earnest  wish 
to  complete  anew  catalogue  of  the  Library,  on  which  he  had 
l)(>eii  engaged  for  a  long  lime,  but  that  i)rivilege  was  denied 
him.

Little  has  taken  })la('e  at  \\'()()iis()('ket  duriuij  the  past  year, 
of"  suftic'ient  interest  to  communicate  to  the  Rhode  Ishmd  His- 
torical Society.  But  how  stranire  such  a  statement  would 
seem  to  those  who  may  chancre  to  read  this  "report  "  a  hun- 
dred years  from  today  I  Everything  that  has  taken  })lace  at 
Woonsocket  is  of  sufficient  interest  to  he  recorded,  and  what 
may  appear  to-daj'  as  trivial,  in  the  future  may  be  really  of 
the  most  vital  importance.  I  have  been  so  much  im})ressed 
with  the  truth  of  this  remark,  Avhilc  looking-  over  ancient 
papers,  that  I  have  urged  the  town  authorities  to  provide  a 
book,  to  l)e  kept  at  the  Town  Clerk's  Office,  and  open  to  all, 
not  only  to  peruse,  but  to  write  therein  anything  that  may 
ap[)ear  to  them  of  sufficient  interest  to  record. 

I  send  you  herewith  the  j)rinted  documents  of  thi;  town 
for  the  i)ast  year. 

When  or  where  the  first  meetings  of  the  (Quakers  were 
held  in  the  town  of  Providence  is  unknown.  The  first  meet- 
ing-house, of  which  there  is  any  record,  was  erected  in 
17()/]-4,  and  is  now  standing  in  the  Moshassuck  \  alley,  near 
the  village  of  Lonsdale.  This  was  sim[)ly  a  meeting-house 
for  worship.  Their  monthly  meetings  were  held,  and  their 
records  ke})t  at  Greenwich.  l>ut  the  peculiar  position  of  the 
AVoonsocket  settlement,  being  situated  at  a  "crossroads," 
in  close  proximity  to  the  neighboring  colonies,  and  easily 
accessible  from  many  points,  attracted  their  notice  at  an 
early  day,  and  in  1718  the  "Providence  ^Monthly  Meeting" 
was  set  off  from  the  "  Greenwich  Monthly  Meeting,"  and  the 
records  began  at  this  place.     Thus  Woonsocket  became,  not 
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SO  iinicli  from  llie  piety  of  its  inhabitants,  as  from  tlie  natu- 
ral advantaiifos  of  its  location,  a  religious  and  an  educational 
centre  of  the  large  territory  now  comprised  within  the  coun- 
ties of  Worcester,  Mass.,  and  Providence,  R.  I. 

These  "  records  "  contain  much  valuable  material.  Until  I 
obtained  access  to  them,  the  })ages  of  the  earlier  books  had 
never  been  numbered,  neither  had  an  index  been  made 
th(M-eof.  This  lal)or  I  took  u])on  myself  while  seeking  mat- 
ter for  the  history  of  the  town.  I  can  think  of  no  better  con- 
tribution to  the  archives  of  the  Society,  than  a  co])y  of  the 
Index  of  the  (Quaker  liecords,  which  is  herewith  sent.

At  a  very  i-ecent  period  1  commenced  to  collect  the  local 
otficial  publications  of  Ilopkinton,  and  some  of  the  adjoining 
towns,  and  have  met  with  a  good  degree  of  success.  As  soon 
as  the  tiles  are  completed,  I  shall  deposit  them  in  the  Cabi- 
net of  the  Society. 

Our  State  is  eminently  a  manufacturing  conuuunity,  and 
it  would  be  within  the  objects  and  scope  of  the  Society,  and 
of  great  value  and  interest  to  the  student  of  the  histoiy  of 
the  State,  to  secure  sketches  of  the  early  history  of  the  vai'ious 
manufacturing  industries  now  carried  on  within  our  borders, 
and  especially  of  those  industries  formerly  })ursued,  but 
which  are  now  carried  on  to  a  limited  extent,  or  have  been 
wholly  tixtinct  for  many  years. 

As  an  illustration  of  tlie  latter  class,  I  would  mention  the 
manufacture  of  wrought  iron  from  black  sand  obtaiiuMJ  tVoni 
the  sea  shoi'e,  and  ore,  which  was  carried  on  to  a  consider- 
able extent  for  thos(i   d:ivs,  at   several    localities    within    the 
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limits  of  tliG  town  of  Hopkinton  during  the  latter  purt  of  the 
last,  and  the  early  part  of  the  present  century,  but  now 
wholly  abandoned. 

Otlier  industries  in  addition  to  those  above  named  form- 
erly carried  on  in  several  of  the  towns  of  the  State,  might 
well  receive  the  attention  of  the  Society. 

Some  of  these  are  casually  referred  to  by  several  writers, 
but  they  certainly  are  worthy  of  a  more  extended  notice  than 
has  heretofore  been  accorded  to  them. 

There  are  but  few  Avho  were  connected  with  the  establish- 
ment and  development  of  our  early  manufacturing  industries, 
or  who  have  personal  knowledge  of  them,  now  living,  and 
these  are  fast  passing  away,  and  the  facts  and  incidents  to  be 
gained  from  them  must  be  obtained  soon,  or  the  ()])portunity 
will  be  lost  to  gather  them  for  record,  and  many  items  of 
peculiar  interest  can  only  be  known  by  tradition,  which  is  so 
liable  to  error. 

A  volume  of  sketches  such  as  has  been  alluded  to  could 
not  but  prove  to  1)e  of  great  interest,  and  besides,  it  Avould 
be  a  valuable  ac(|uisition  to  the  local  history  of  our  State.

The  under.signed  were  a})pointe<l  a  Committee  to  eonfer 
with  the  eity  authorities  on  the  propriety  of  assigning  the 
names  of  Freneh  otEcers  to  eertain  new  streets  in  the  hinds 
north  of  Harrington's  kme,  now  North  street,  wdiieh  were  the 
site  of  the  encampment  in  which  the  French  troops  i>\)cnt  the 
winter  of  1782.  The  suggestion,  it  will  be  remembered, 
had  its  origin  with  the  late  Hon.  Samuel  G.  Arnold,  during 
his  last  illness,  and  at  his  request  it  was  communicated  to 
the  Society  by  a  member  of  his  family  after  his  death. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  that,  through  one  of 
their  num1)er,  they  have  conferred  with  His  Honor  the 
Mayor  of  the  city,  and  ])y  him  have  been  informed  that 
names  are  usually  given  to  new  streets  wdien  they  are  laid 
out  by  pro})rietors,  and  long  l)efore  they  are  olfcred  for 
acceptance  l)y  the  city,  and  that  when  once  accejjted,  it  is 
undesirable  to  change  their  names  if  it  can  be  avoided.  He 
advised,  therefore,  that  the  Conuuittee  present  the  wishes  of 
the  Society  to  the  owners  of  the  lands,  through  which  these 
streets  are  opened,  through  Avhom  it  will  probably  be  easy 
to  carry  them  into  effect.  He  also  advised  that  the  names 
selected  for  this  purpose  should  not  be  difficult  of  i)ronancia- 
tion  I)y  ordinary  English-speaking  people.  The  Committee 
will  take  })k'asure  in  giving  still  further  attention  to  the  mat- 
ter in  accordance  with  the  judicious  advice  of  the  Mayor,  so 
soon  as  the  season  shall  again  l)ecome  favorable  for  visiting 
the  grounds  and  conferring  with  the  proprietors.

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NECROLOGICAL   KEPOllT. 


Four  members  of  the  Historical  Society  have  died  during 
the  current  year,  viz.  :  Benjamin  G.  Pabodic,  Samuel  G. 
Arnold.  William  T.  Dorraiice,  and  Edward  Pearce.  Of  the 
two  first  named,  necrological  notices  appear  in  the  Proceed- 
ings of  the  Society  for  1871)-80.  Thus  their  obituary  notices 
appear  a  .year  before  the  time  of  their  decease.  The  minute 
entered  upon  the  records  upon  the  occasion  of  the  death  of 
the  President,  Samuel  G.  Arnold,  appears  in  its  proper  place 
in  the  present  Proceedings,  it  having  been  omitted  in  the 
necrological  notice  in  the  Proceedings  of  1879-80. 

WILLIAM    TULLY    DOKKANCE 

was  the  son  of  Samuel  and  ^Nlary  [Pitman]  Dorrancc.  lie 
was  born  in  Providence,  December  IG,  1809.  lie  was  pre- 
pared for  college  at  the  Greenwich  Academy,  entered  Brown 
University,  and  graduated  in  1829.  After  leaving  college 
he,  in  company  with  his  mother  and  sister,  visited  Europe, 
remaining  two  years.  He  returned  to  Providence  in  1832, 
and  entered  the  office  of  the  late  Hon.  Richard  W.  Greene, 
as  a  student  at  law.  These  studies  he  prosecuted  during  two 
years,  and  was  just  ready  to  enter  the  bar,  when  failing 
health  obliged  him  to  relinquish  his  studies  and  seek  recup- 
eration in  a  milder  climate.  For  this  purpose  he  visited 
Florida,  lieturning  to  Providence  he  passed  a  single  year  in 
studying  physiology  and  medicine,  Avith  the  late  Dr.  Usher 
Parsons.  In  1840-41  he  again  visited  Europe.  Several 
years  after  his  return,  in  1848,  the  Crompton  Manufacturing 
Compan}^  was  organized,  and  Mr.  Dorrance  became  an  owner 
in  it  and  its  Treasurer,  a  position  which  he  retained  until 
1865,  when  he  sold  out  his  interest   and  retired  from  active 
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Ijusincss.  Ill  IST)!)  Mr.  Dorrance  again  visited  Europe, 
where  he  eontinued  to  reside  until  1874,  when  he  again 
returned  to  Providence,  where  he  remained  until  his  death 
on  the  17th  May,  1880. 

Tn  1841  Mr.  Dorrance  married  Amey,  daughter  of  the  late 
S.  N.  Richmond,  Esq.  ]Mrs.  Dorrance  died  August  13, 
1848,  leaving  three  sons. 

jNIr.  Dorrance  l)ecame  a  Resident  Menil)er  of  the  Historical 
Society  in  183(5.  While  he  took  no  active  part  in  the  work 
of  the  Society,  he  never  lost  his  interest  in  it,  and  notwith- 
standing his  long  a])sences  from  Providence,  maintained  his 
connection  with  it. 

He  died  l)c(]ueathing  to  his  sons  the  richest  of  all  legacies, 
a  good  name,  a  name  which  was  the  sjnionym  of  integrity, 
a  character  without  a  l)lemish,  a  perfect  gentleman. 

EDWAIM)    PEAIICE 

was  the  son  of  Nathaniel  and  Sally  [Stoddard]  Pearce. 
He  was  ))orn  in  Providence,  ]May  27,  1804.  In  182(3  he 
formed  a.  co-partnership  with  the  late  William  P.  Bullock, 
under  the  iirm  name  of  Pearce  &  Bullock,  for  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  shipping  l)usiness.  This  business  was  })rosecuted 
by  tlie  tirni  with  varying  success  until  the  year  1848,  when 
it  was  al)andoned.  Since  that  time  Mr.  Pearce  has  not  been 
interested  in  conunercial  ati'airs  ;  he  has  been  connected  with 
the  manufacturing  interests  in  Rhode  Island,  and  has  tilled 
important  positions  in  l)anking  institutions,  insurance  com- 
l)anies,  and  other  institutions  in  Providence.  In  1835  he 
became  a  Director  in  the  Phcnix  Bank,  and  in  1855  its  Pres- 
ident, whicli  position  he  retained  until  his  death.  In  1827, 
Mr.  I\'arcc  married  Harriet,  daughter  of  the  late  Richmond 
Bullock,  Es(|.,  who  still  survives,  with  three  sons. 

He  became  a  meml)er  of  the  Historical  Society  in  1873. 
He  died  January  1,  1881.
